The pinnacle, not only of Greek art but of all ancient civilizations, is the Syracusan decadrachm. This magnificent 
silver masterpiece, struck from Fine dies in the style of Euainetos, is certified by NGC as About Uncirculated. For 
those seeking gold, there is no shortage: from Ptolemaic octodrachms to Macedonian staters, Roman Republic and 
Imperial aurei to Byzantine solidi. Issues of Lysimachus have soared in popularity over the last year, and we are happy 
to present seven such examples from a wide range of mints. Finally, you'll find more than twenty-five Athenian owl 
tetradrachms, which, despite being relatively plentiful, remain extremely strong in both price and desirability. 


A particular strength of our Platinum Night session is the advanced selection of proof and business strike British gold, 
which spans from the early hammered issues of Edward Ill through the modern Royal Mint products of the Great 
Engravers series. Historically, Heritage has offered some of the finest type examples extant, and we continue to do so 
here with the inclusion of an impressive Edward Ill Noble, certified an unfathomable MS66--an enviable grade for any 
coin from the past 650 years. From the Commonwealth series, of which we’ve seen several exciting examples cross 
the auction block this year, is an important 1650 Unite that has been certified MS63 by PCGS—the finest for the date 
and second finest for the type. Sure to be one of the highlights of the entire sale is the Victoria Proof Pattern Crown 
produced by Ludwig Lauer and J. Rochelle Thomas for Spink and Son. An immense rarity with only six struck and one 
of the most distinctive Patterns of Victoria for its utilization of the three-quarters bust. 


Hailing from other areas of the world is an impressive array of issues from Spain and Latin America that will excite even 
the most discerning collectors. Foremost is the famed 1770 “Ceremonial” 8 Reales, produced by the Nuevo Reino 
mint and one of only four dates struck there. An always collectible issue, certified here just shy of Gem Mint State, is 

a king of the “Pillar” series with only 12-14 pieces known. Another exceptional rarity, in this instance from Brazil, is the 
1731 “Italic Shield” Dobra of Rio, preserved on the cusp of Mint State and notable for its shield type. Near the end of 
production for the year, a transition occurred on the reverse, changing the round shield to a more stylized, Rococo- 
inspired design. Of the highest interest to collectors of the Costa Rican series is a 1970 11-piece uniface die trial set, 
which has not appeared at auction until now, with two others locked away in private institutions. 


We anticipate your shared sense of excitement for the lots offered within this catalog, as it was a pleasure and a

Widely considered the most beautiful coins ever struck, the immense silver 
decadrachms of Syracuse from the later fifth century BC represent the full 
flowering of classical Greek sculptural art. Syracuse, the foremost Greek 
city in Sicily, produced coins of exceptional beauty for nearly a century. At 
the height of style and expertise, in ca. 415 BC, the best engravers began 
to sign their coin dies. Chief among these master engravers were Kimon 
and Euainetos, whose large silver decadrachms seemed to capture the 
spirit of the artistic and intellectual revolution then sweeping the Greek 
world. The obverse of these pieces depicts a four-horse racing chariot, or 
quadriga, in full career to left while Nike, goddess of Victory, flies above 
to crown the driver with a laurel wreath. Below this scene is a set of Greek 
armor offered as a prize to the victorious charioteer. The reverse depicts 
the beautiful head of Arethusa, a nymph of a sacred spring, with dolphins 
frolicking around her. The decadrachm of Euainetos became a widely- 
copied archetype for Greek coinage, and the master engravers head of 
Arethusa remains a paradigm of ideal, classical beauty today.

In addition to the death and destruction caused by the First Punic War 
between Carthage and Rome, the impact on the world’s economy was also 
profound. Though immensely rich, Carthage s stock of gold reserves were 
eventually reduced to the point where coins of pure gold were increasing- 
ly debased with silver, producing denominations such as this remarkably 
styled electrum trihemistater. An unusual feature is the quasi-Egyptian 
solar disk flanked by serpents above the proud Punic horse.

Pnytagoras attained the throne of Cyprus after the deposition and expulsion his half-uncle Evagoras II, who grew unpopular after refusing to support a 
revolt against the Persians. Though the revolt failed, Pnytagoras subsequently submitted to the Persian king and ruled with their favor. After Alexander s 
invasion, Pnytagoras allied himself with the Macedonians and his fleet participated in the important siege of Tyre in 332 BC. Pnytagoras’ gold staters 
feature busts of Cypriote Aphrodite in her various forms, as celebrated by her numerous cult centers on the island. Her turreted crown on the obverse of 
this coin shows her assimilation to Tyche as protecting civic goddess for the whole of Cyprus.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during the reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised portrait of Cleopatra IT, 
who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If such is the case, the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on the original issues of Ptolemy 
I-IL, from which the later issues were copied, the K was one of several letters used to designate obverse dies). Certainly the portrait on these later issues 
bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé LI found on the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not these pieces do bear portraits of 
concurrent figures, it is a historical fact that the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably were women, including the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

After decades of abuses heaped by the Romans upon the denizens of Judaea, the Jews were ripe for revolt. In AD 66, the Procurator Gessius Florus sum- 
marily seized 16 talents of silver from the Jerusalem temple. A massive protest by the citizens brought a typically brutal Roman response and more than 
3,000 Jews were slain. Pleas for calm by the client King Agrippa LI fell on deaf ears as the city and countryside rose in full-scale revolt. Florus and the 
Roman garrison were driven from the city; an attempt by the legate of nearby Syria to put down the rebellion led to the loss of an entire Legion, XII Ful- 
minata, and consternation in Rome. Once freed of the Romans, Jerusalem temple authorities began striking their own silver coinage - the first time that 
a sovereign Jewish government had done so. The coins carried Jewish symbolism dating back centuries and slogans (“For the Freedom of Jerusalem”, 
“For the Redemption of Zion”) that showed the leaders of the rebellion well understood how to use coins for mass communication. Workmanship in the 
manufacture of these thick shekels and half-shekels (smaller silver fractions were also struck in tiny numbers) was unusually high, given the wartime 
conditions under which they were created. Coins were dated to the year the revolt started; coins dated Year 1 (AD 66) are considered scarce, with about 
120-150 recorded specimens; Years 2 and 3 (AD 67-69) are relatively common, with known examples in the low hundreds, Year 4 issues quite rare (about 
40 known examples), and Year 5 (AD 70) the rarest of all, with a dozen “regular” issues and 14 of “irregular” shekels recorded.

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ROMAN REPUBLIC

Shakespeare depicts the “lean and hungry” Cassius as the primary ring- 
leader in the conspiracy against Julius Caesar, motivated more by envy 
than by any love of liberty. The Bard gets the basic facts right, but omits 
the details of Cassius’ colorful career. Born into a senatorial family, but 
lacking any real talent for politics, Gaius Cassius Longinus found sol- 
diering more to his liking and joined the triumvir Crassus on his doomed 
expedition against the Parthians in 53 BC. Cassius managed to rescue 
himself and a handful of others from the massacre and escaped to Ro- 
man Syria, where he remained for another two years ably defending the 
province from Parthian attack. He returned to Rome as a war hero in 51 
BC and fell in with the Pompeian faction, serving as tribune and com- 
mander of Pompey ss fleet during the civil war of 49-48 BC. After Pompeys 
defeat and death, Cassius accepted a pardon from Caesar and loyally 
served him for the next four years. Cassius had a high opinion of himself 
and perhaps hoped to attain supreme power once Caesar retired, but it 
soon became apparent the dictator had no intention of stepping down. 
Thus, Cassius suborned his close friend Marcus Junius Brutus and several 
other senators into a conspiracy, and he was one of the first to plunge 
his dagger into Caesar on the Ides of March, 44 BC. After fleeing Rome 
with the other conspirators, Cassius returned to Syria and commandeered 
several crack legions and a fleet, which he used to attack and pillage the 
wealthy island of Rhodes in order to procure gold for the approaching 
civil war. He joined forces with Brutus in 42 BC and the two marched into 
Thrace to meet the pro-Caesarian legions led by Marc Antony and Octa- 
vian. Though their army outnumbered the Caesarians, Cassius and Brutus 
seemed oddly fatalistic and made a suicide pact should either meet defeat 
or capture. At the first clash at Philippi in early October, Cassius suffered 
a reverse and rashly fell on his sword before he could be told that Brutus 
had counterattacked and saved the day. Demoralized by his friends death, 
Brutus was easily defeated three weeks later and took his own life. 


This rare and remarkable gold aureus was struck for Cassius by his lieu- 
tenant M. Aquinus, possibly at Smyrna in Asia Minor. The head of Liberty 
on the obverse reflects the Republican party line against supporters of the 
dead tyrant Caesar.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had a difficult act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of his reign, he did a commend- 
able job running the vast empire bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged in no wars of conquest and kept the Empires finances in good 
order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and began handing off duties to his unscrupulous second-fiddles, namely the Praetorian Prefect Sejanus 
and his eventual replacement, Macro. The resulting bloodbath among members of his own family, and their Senatorial supporters, tarnished his name 
throughout history. His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the proliferation of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same simple 
design, as seen on the next lot, for both silver denarii and gold aurei for almost the entirety of his reign. This uniformity of type makes it virtually impos- 
sible to date any particular aureus or denarius more precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of his reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins 
could have been struck in the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard about, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between 
AD 30 and 34.

His portrait on this denarius is a bit intense and stern as opposed 
to the gentle image on the reverse, depicting his great-grandfather, Au- 
gustus, now deified. The second star on the reverse possibly intended to 
represent Tiberius.

Servius Sulpicius Galba was born in 3 BC, and soon displayed a gift for cultivating the right friends. During his early manhood, he enjoyed the favor of 
the emperors Augustus, Tiberius and Caligula, as well as the empress Livia, whose bequest of 500,000 sesterces helped launch his public career. Elected 
consul in AD 33, he served as governor in Germany and Africa before, late in life, accepting Nero's appointment as proconsul of Nearer Spain. This 
came as Nero’s popularity was plummeting in Rome, and the aristocracy began looking toward the prestige-laden Galba for leadership. In March AD 68, 
Vindex, governor of Gaul, rose in revolt and offered to support Galba as the new ruler. Two months later, Nero s regime collapsed and, at the age of 70, 
Galba found himself hailed as emperor - the first from outside the Julio-Claudian family. He made his way back to Rome and embarked on an austerity 
program to restore the state s finances. Although meaning well, Galba proved oblivious to the realities of his situation and soon managed to offend nearly 
every segment of Roman society. Galba attempted to salvage the situation by adopting a likable young aristocrat, L. Calpurnius Piso, as his successor, 
but this only alienated another key supporter, M. Salvius Otho, who had hoped to be chosen Caesar himself: Otho bribed Praetorian officers, and on 15 
January AD 69, they attacked Galba and Piso in the Forum, hacking them to pieces. His entire reign has lasted seven months and proved only the open- 
ing act in the disastrous “Year of the Four Emperors.” The historian Tacitus pronounced Galba s epitaph: “It was commonly agreed he possessed the 
makings of a great ruler- had he never ruled.” 


Galba’s gold coins are quite rare and display considerable artistry in realistically depicting his craggy, scowling mien.

The son of the influential senator Lucius Vitellius, Aulus Vitellius was born 
in AD 15 and raised in the luxury befitting a wealthy consul’s son. The 
younger Vitellius developed a penchant for gambling, along with a gour- 
mands appetite and corpulent physique. He served as Consul in AD 48, 
where he acquitted himself well, but resumed his disreputable habits in 
later years. This served to land him heavily in debt by the time Nero’ 
regime collapsed, in AD 68. The new emperor, Galba, appointed Vitellius 
governor of Germania Inferior, believing him to be utterly without ambi- 
tion or talent, and therefor a safe choice. But officers in the Rhine legions 
grew disenchanted with Galba’s parsimony and persuaded Vitellius to 
make a try for the throne. 


On 1 January AD 69, the Rhine legions proclaimed Vitellius emperor at 
the city of Colonia Agrippinensis (Cologne). His promise of lavish bonus- 
es and easy discipline quickly won the legions of Gaul, Britain and Raetia 
over to his cause. His march on Rome took on the appearance of a Bac- 
chic procession, with his soldiers drinking heavily and pillaging the coun- 
tryside. In the meantime, Galba had been overthrown in Rome by Otho, 
who marched north with the Praetorian Guard. The hard-fought First 
Battle of Bedriacum in mid-April went to Vitellius’ larger force, and Otho 
opened his veins. Arriving in Rome, Vitellius was confirmed as emperor, 
by a reluctant Senate. He treated his elevation as an excuse for one long 
banquet, reportedly spending the equivalent of $2 billion on delicacies 
from all over the Empire. While he indulged his appetites, the armies of 
the East proclaimed the general Vespasian as emperor on I July, launch- 
ing a new round of civil war. The legions of the Danube joined in the revolt 
and invaded Italy on Vespasian'’s behalf: Within weeks, soldiers loyal to 
Vespasian forced their way into Rome and swept aside all opposition. They 
found Vitellius hiding in the imperial doorkeeper s quarters. Hauled half- 
naked to the Forum, the onetime emperor was mocked, tortured, and slain. 
His corpse was dumped unceremoniously in the Tiber.

Exceptionally rare, as the denarius fell out of regular use during the reign 
of Gordian III. It became a ceremonial denomination, struck for special 
occasions, such as the marriage of Gordian III to Tranquillina, and in this 
case apparently as a souvenir for the largess distributed to the Roman 
people. Only three total Philip denarii appear in sales archives through 
the past 20 years - a testament to the rarity of the denomination during 
this period. 


There are two Philip aurei in sales archives for this reverse type, and were 
struck from the same pair of dies. The present denarius does not match 
either die, so was likely not struck from aureus dies, but instead from dies 
specifically produced for denarii on this occasion. Also note, the aurei 
issue shows Liberalitas holding a coin shaker with six holes, which may 
match this coin as well under magnification. It could be argued there are 
also six holes on the counter here, but the celator modified the die, or 
decided not to fully engrave that detail. Fascinating specimen under any 
circumstances.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first numismatic 
representation of Jesus, and immediately followed the ruling of the Trullan 

Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be depicted in human form. Justinian 

I was ostentatiously devout and placing the divine image on his coinage 
was a reflection of this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, 
and was likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by Hellenistic 
depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that Justinian ’s choice to 
produce this new type came in response to the Umayyad caliph ‘Abd al- 
Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style solidi bearing the Islamic statement of 
faith (the shahada) in AD 692, which he used in payment of tribute to the 
Emperor prior to the eruption of the Battle of Sebastopolis the same year.

One of the most challenging Columnarios 
of the entire Spanish Colonial series, the so-called “Pillar” Dollars minted 
at Nuevo Reino in Santa Fe de Bogota are fiercely contested and known 
from a mere four dates: 1759, 1760, 1762, and 1770, all of which are 
exceedingly rare. Of these, the final date was entirely unknown until the 
discovery of a small hoard of 12-14 examples in the foundation stone 
of the Nuestra Senora del Pilar church in Bogota in 2006, meaning that 
specimens were entirely unavailable to such famous collections as Me- 
dina, Salbach, and Sigfried von Schuckman. Razed during the tragic 1948 
El Bogozato riots triggered by the assassination of political leader José 
Eliecer Gaitan, the association of the former church school for well-to-do 
girls with this specific date for the type points strongly to a specific as- 
sociation between such coins and the ceremonies performed at Nuestra 
Senora del Pilar, with Yonaka supposing that they were never released for 
regular circulation.

A significant English hammered gold rarity 
by all metrics, frequently found missing from even some of the best collections of Tudor coinage, such as Norweb. First introduced under Henry VII, 
the Sovereign represented a huge purchasing power in its day, and was certainly the largest coin produced in contemporary England in size as well, both 
facts that undoubtedly account for the poor condition of modern-day survivors of the issue across all Tudor monarchs. Much like the Sovereigns of her 
sister, those of Mary rarely come in good condition, with those suffering from punctures, cleaning, and post-mint damage being commonplace—indeed, 
NGC has certified only one straight-graded Mint State piece to date. 


Though the denomination was introduced during a period of economic vitality in England, by the beginning of Mary’s reign the coinage—together 
with the state of the English economy—was in a state of disarray, owing to Henry VIII’s notorious excesses. Though England would have to await the 
subsequent reign of Elizabeth I before the country would experience a serious financial renaissance, the constellation of historical and economic events 
embodied by coins such as this provide for a truly rare window into contemporary events. Dated to the first year of Mary’s reign, this offering was 
produced at a time before the Queen acquired the epithet “the Bloody,” when she was still considered a benevolent monarch who had the faith of her 
people. While her later marriage to Philip II of Spain and his introduction of Inquisition ideology would severely alter Mary’s attitudes and policies, the 
ruler captured here appears calm, regal, and reassuring. Mary’s short reign has meant that—now as in the 1550s—all of her gold coinage is very rare. 
This is, in fact, only the seventh Mary Sovereign we have offered, and the first in recognized Uncirculated condition. Though admittedly scratched along 
the beginning of the legend, the offering contains a firm and clear strike that is so often lacking, producing a slightly more affordable type coin that is 
by no means lacking in eye appeal.

Only the second example of a 1650 Unite we have offered, 
sales records of the past two decades reveal just three total pieces having 
crossed the auction block, a representative of this year altogether missing 
from the Eliasberg, James Perley Storer, Lucien LaRiviere, Dr. D. Rees- 
Jones, Samuel King, and most notably the Norweb collections, with the 
specimen that was in the Millennia and Jacob Terner Collections ranking 
as a mere AU58 by comparison. Indeed, just four examples have been 
certified across NGC and PCGS, none of which grade more highly than 
this selection. Even from a glance, the viewer is immediately struck by the 
radiance of the surfaces and the fine die polish that can be seen throughout 
the design. A few tiny scratches likely bound the grade, though this is 
hardly significant for an issue that frequently saw much harsher treatment 
and poor preservation. 


First put into production in 1649, the coinage of the English Common- 
wealth departed in many ways with the old issues of the monarchy. Though 
considered unattractive at the time—owing largely to its lack of portrai- 
ture and use of simple English legends—the coins of 1649 and 1650 are 
now generally regarded as the best-made of the series, often taken as a 
sign of pride in the establishment of the new Commonwealth of England. 
While technically less rare than the poor quality “Anchor” issues pro- 
duced between 1658-1660 under Richard Cromwell, the date 1650 itself 
is one only represented in gold, marking its scarcity, like its beauty, above 
most of its peers.

An exquisite Pattern to say the least, and one which 
perfectly captures the efforts of William Taylor, a Victorian coin dealer 
who managed to acquire many of the original Soho Mint dies in the mid- 
1850’s, and set about using them to strike his own pieces for the benefit of 
collectors. While Taylor is known to have produced the majority of these 
in copper and a small number in silver, those which survive in gold are 
by far the rarest, and—as exemplified here—provide some of the finest 
canvasses to the original designs by Ktichler and Droz. Admitting only 
light die rust amid thick ranks of die polish created as a result of Taylor’s 
efforts to refurbish the old dies, the coin more than earns its Ultra Cameo 
designation from NGC, its heavily frosted and carefully sculpted details 
rising in sharp relief against deep mirrors of golden color. Notably absent 
in this metal from Peck’s famous catalog of the British Museum collection, 
Wilson and Rasmussen suggest that only one or two examples may exist, 
this likely owing to the fact that the Murdoch specimen (Sotheby’s April 
1903, Lot 231 [part]) was unplated, and thus it is impossible to know for 
certain if that piece was the same coin. Needless to say, of the utmost rar- 
ity, and a clear target for collectors of the George LI Soho series.

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30097 George HII gold Guinea 1813 MS64 PCGS, KM664, S-3730, 
Farey-1390. An ideal constellation of conditional beauty and absolute de- 
sirability, this virtually gem “Military” Guinea very nearly stands at the 
peak of achievable quality for the type. The final year for George III’s 
Guinea coinage meant to serve as soldiers’ pay during the Napoleonic 
Wars, most examples as such come at least mildly circulated, with even 
those that have survived in Mint State condition rarely reaching this cali- 
ber of preservation. Generously mirrored against freshly frosted features, 
one could be forgiven for thinking that the coin is nearly Proof, and we 
could very easily envision it receiving a Prooflike designation in a more 
modern holder. Presently situated alongside just nine other representatives 
in this peak certification. The only perceived “flaw” is a minor scuff be- 
fore the bust—something that hardly hinders the offering’s natural appeal, 
particularly given Dr. Jacob Terner’s keen eye for quality and abhorrence 
of stray marks. A similarly graded specimen recently realized $14,000 
hammer in August, clearly pointing to the marked premiums that such 
pieces demand when they become available.

Minted in the final year of the “Mad” King’s reign, this coin exudes a 
caliber of aesthetic quality that is easily appreciable from all angles. The 
margins are pristinely velvety, capturing waves of cartwheel effects and 
framing semi-reflective centers around the royal portrait and the motif of 
St. George, a finish further strengthened by a light sheen of frost over 
both of these design elements. More remarkable still is the fact that of the 
nearly 300 representatives yet seen by NGC and PCGS, none tie or sur- 
pass this piece. Though it is a vain effort to find an equal coin with which 
to compare, we would note that the next finest specimen we have sold is 
an MS64, which brought $13,800 in our 2020 November Platinum Night 
sale. Noted on the holder as “Large Date” (likely in comparison to the 
shorter figures variety), though Steve Hill actually calls this the “Normal 
Date” variety.

A coin whose Pattern status 
is instantly appreciable, owing not least to its heavily polished dies for 
which the type is well-known, though also for its antiqued finish—indicat- 
ing long-term storage as a treasured cabinet piece. The finer of only two 
that NGC has seen to date, the coin at hand contours its already medallic 
reliefs with a deeply mottled accenting gold-hued tone, itself set against 
surrounding fields that well with gunmetal color and just a hint of indigo. 
The only example of this incredibly fleeting Pattern we have presented. 
We note that it is also one of an excessively small handful to come to auc- 
tion in recent years, making it a key target for the connoisseur of the series.

PCGS combined. An issue typically encountered in AU grades or lower, 
the obverse fields on this offering are draped in satin, much as they must 
have been not long after striking, while the reverse presents a slightly 
mirrored finish when viewed at the proper angle. Pistrucci’s engravings of 
King George and St. George are beautifully done and precisely rendered. 
We note that the B of the B.P. initials below the King’s truncation is heav- 
ily doubled, which will likely serve as a future pedigree-marker.

Situated un- 
challenged at the peak of the certified population, with the next finest ranking a full point lower at PCGS and seven points lower at NGC, even from a 
glance it is readily apparent that the coin is essentially pristine. A thick coat of satin luster dresses the surfaces, providing an ideal canvass for sharply 
rendered features that rise in stark contrast. Certainly, the best that most collectors in the series could hope to achieve, and an offering which breaks all 
of the usual stereotypes for William’s typically poorly preserved gold coinage.

A coin which is ev- 
ery bit deserving of its astounding grade, finished with essentially sculp- 
turesque details and a level of night-and-day contrasts that leave it feeling 

more like a medal than a coin. Produced to a limited figure of c. 225 pieces 

as the largest denomination for inclusion in William IV’s coronation Proof 
set, it is particularly notable that the sole specimen to surpass this coin in 

the certified population is a single PR65+* Ultra Cameo, with the type 

entirely missing from both the Terner and Schneider collections. Whether 
viewed head-on or at an angle, the central features give the effect of pro- 
jecting towards the viewer, the surrounding jet-black of the fields creating 
an impression of endless depth. A minor doubling or silhouetting can be 

seen around the legends and the arms on the reverse, creating a charm- 
ing accent to these features not often found on high-quality Proof strikes.

30103 Victoria gold Proof Pattern Crown 1887 PR62 NGC, KM- 
Unl., ESC-2677 (prev. ESC-347; R5), L&S-75, W&R-369 (R5). Mintage: 
6. Plain edge. By Ludwig C. Lauer and J. Rochelle Thomas for Spink and 
Son. Certainly one of the most distinct Patterns within the Victorian series, 
and produced with a level of detail seldom seen on the Queen’s official 
coinage. Much of this is the result of the iconic three-quarters bust of 
Victoria, a device essentially unfamiliar in British numismatics which had 
for centuries elected to portray the monarch exclusively in profile. The 
reverse similarly appears quite different from either the adopted Golden 
Jubilee design or the motifs used on the other issues of Victoria’s reign, 
its balanced composition of two heraldic beasts flanking a central arms 
perhaps betraying the more German influence of Lauer’s native Bavaria. 
At present, we are aware of only two examples of this type having been 
certified, with the other ranking just a single point finer at NGC and hav- 
ing achieved the equivalent of approximately $82,000 in 2018. Needless 
to say an issue of immense rarity, with English Silver Coinage recording 
that a mere 6 examples were struck.

The final date for this 
only three-year type, with the majority of known survivors falling far below the condition seen here, even the Eliasberg specimen only certifying at AUSS. 
Though bound in its designation by a scattering of light marks over the surfaces, the piece appears notably glassy for the grade, a feature which heightens 
on the reverse owing to the plethora of raised features protecting the fields. Close magnification further reveals die polish throughout, clearly pointing to a 
very careful preparation and striking. A coin which is verifiably rare so fine, and the first occurrence of this selection on the market in over 35 years since 
its appearance as part of the famed Norweb Collection.

An absolute gem of a set, most notable for its subtle yet significant change to the obverse legend, signifying the Free State’s declaration of sovereignty as 
a republic with the name Eire. Always a popular and highly collectible series— one that differed drastically in design from contemporary counterparts. 
After accepting designs from some of the world’s best sculptors, including Paul Manship and Carl Milles, the Art Deco renderings of English sculptor 
Percy Metfcalfe were ultimate selected, both because of their visual appeal as well as the fact that his designs were technically suited for modern coin 
production processes. The success of these designs and the famed 1935 British Crown in his trademark style would later cement Metcalfe in history as 
one of the foremost Art Deco sculptors of his time and prominently used artist on 20th century British coins. 


Struck during a highly tumultuous era in both Irish as well as European histories, the scarcity of this set comes as no surprise. In the midst of a growing 
external threat at the outset of WWIL coupled with Irish society still reeling from the Anglo-Irish Economic War, Irish Proofs of any year from this era 
remain highly elusive and are almost never encountered as a set. Each individual coin remains in an impressive state of preservation, finding themselves 
as the finest certified at NGC. The set displays an abundance of eye appeal, displaying meticulous attention to detail, fully embossed upon their respective 
planchets, resulting in near-medallic features that project boldly towards the viewer.

here admits a peppering of mild contact, very little evidence of serious 

circulation can be detected, a quick turn of the wrist eliciting an underly- 
ing flash still present in the fields.

A positively intriguing counterstamped issue, and the 
first such emission we have encountered or been able to locate appearing 
at auction.

he also acknowledges the lack of contemporary documentation, and the 
possibility that countermarking had a long history in Riga independent of 
the political pressures at any given time. In any case, an issue of extreme 
rarity, and one sure to attract interest from collectors of English and Livo- 
nian coins alike.

Advanced collectors 
will be intimately familiar with the relative scarcity of the 4 Reales series 
as compared to the full-sized Dollar coins of the era. To locate such a fine 
example its downright rare, and the beauty of this selection fully justifies 
its near-gem grade designation. Laden with a refined, silty patina through- 
out, orange blossom highlights framing the peripheries to yield a beautiful 
and exquisite visual appeal. Impressively, no other 4 Reales of the 18th 
century currently certify finer than MS63 at NGC.

We note that even the Rudman 
specimen graded two points lower, the Gerber example clearly not con- 
sidered of good enough condition to be pictured, and the Norweb piece, 
while nice, was only called a “good very fine.” Indeed, the finest we have 
offered was an MS64, which brought $8400 in our January 2018 NYINC 
sale. Carefully preserved since its inception, with an all-over golden tone 
to the planchet and design facets fully struck, rendering this an offering 
sure to attract collectors.

Within a series as 
popular and broad as Spanish Colonial Mexico, even seasoned connoisseurs will readily admit that there are plenty of issues that make collectors stop 
in their tracks—either as absolute rarities or pieces that exceed their counterparts in terms of condition. The present coin stands as a clear case-in-point 
of the latter. Yielding a “one-of-a-kind” level of eye appeal, the margins contain a glassy ring of fresh mint luster, which creates a bull’s-eye effect when 
paired with the coin’s satin centers directing the viewer to the classic globe-and-pillars motif and the Spanish royal arms. A survey of the certified popula- 
tion quickly confirms what for any onlooker should be readily apparent—the offering stands in a league of its own. Of over 10,000 colonial Mexican 8 
Reales graded between NGC and PCGS combined, only three total have been awarded MS66 (one other of this date), and none finer. The next finest we 
have offered was an MS64, which brought $7050 as part of our August 2017 Platinum Night sale. Simply unimprovable and a specimen that is sure to 
disappear from the market for decades to come.

From the 1715 Plate Fleet. Perhaps the most fiercely collected date from 
this famed shipwreck, and one of immense rarity, both in general and 
in this conditional preservation. Entirely missing from the Norweb and 
Eliasberg collections, a quick survey of NGC and PCGS’s census reports 
reveal a mere 2 pieces having been certified a point finer to date. Ex- 
ceptional quality for the grade is immediately confirmed once in hand. 
The details of the royal arms, mintmark, assayer’s initial, and date are all 
deeply sunk on the obverse, as is the reverse cross, rendering a perceptible 
relief to the devices which rapidly offsets some minor weakness along 
the edges. Die polish lines the recesses, producing a finish which, on the 
whole, very nearly seems deserving of a finer certification. This is only 
the seventh representative of this year that we have ever offered. Further, 
Alan Craig records a mere 11 examples in the Florida State Collection 
compared to 47 of the 1713 and 107 of the 1714. Thus, the desirability of 
this offering can only be considered undeniable, and its use as the plate 
coin in Calicé’s Numismatica Espanola truly fitting.

Dressed in thick satin luster that wells at sharply squared-off rims, the de- 
sign elements rise in sculpturesque fashion from the planchet, very nearly 
projecting at the viewer to the degree that perfectly captures the sense 
of force and movement already present in the coin’s iconic rider design. 
From all angles, the devices appear essentially frosty, not a detail shallow- 
ly engraved or weakly rendered. This comes as particularly remarkable, 
given that so many pieces from the series show extensive planchet flaws 
and large swathes of striking unevenness, typically in the legends. Likely 
a small hairline scratch on the obverse is all that precludes a gem certifica- 
tion. Though neither NGC nor PCGS appear to contain the designation in 
their censuses for the series, we feel that this selection could easily qualify 
as a Specimen or special-purpose striking. Although not a scarcer date in 
terms of original mintage figures, this is the first example from 1754 that 
we have offered and one of only around seven we have located at auction 
in recent years.

Though Remick recorded an estimated mintage of 20 pieces in Proof for each denomination, it seems as though 
even these figures might be high—according to our research, no other specimens of such a set have occurred on auction in the last two decades, with 
an example missing from even major collections such as Pittman, Remick, and Diana. Indeed, the only other listing we are aware of was part of Noble 
Numismatics’ Sale 45 (July 1994, Lot 729), which was, however, unpictured. Toned in a brilliant array across all issues that confirms each coin’s longtime 
storage together as a set, equally impressive to the offerings’ eye appeal is their absolute conditional superiority—the 1/2 Crown and 3 Pence the finest 
yet seen by NGC, while the Shilling and Florin are the second finest.

3.82gm. +SANCIVS REX PORTVGALL, crowned, armored 
figure of Sancho on horseback riding right, sword raised in right hand, 
cross-tipped scepter held in left / +IN NE (ligate) PTRIS I FLHI SPS SICI, 
five escutcheons arranged in the shape of a cross, seven-pointed stars in 
angles. A classic early Portuguese gold issue, and one which, like the con- 
temporary Morabitinos of Alfonso VIII of Castile, derived their fineness 
and weight standard of the Almoravids, who had been pushed out of Spain 
by the Almohads in 1170. Carrying the famous guinas motif of 5 stacked 
shields on the reverse that would become the standard arms of the Portu- 
guese monarchy, this exquisite example begs for in-hand inspection—its 
satin gold surfaces replete with luster and free of bending, waviness, or 
wrinkling. The flan, moreover, is essentially full, leaving a virtually com- 
plete outer beaded border. While awarded a solid grade by NGC, we feel 
that even this may be a bit conservative, given the coin’s general lack of 
flaws and essentially pristine preservation.

Virtually displaying the striking quality of a finer coin, just minor friction atop 
Peter’s cheek and several of the letters bounds the designation, luster otherwise evenly pervading the surfaces while strong satin notes contour the raised 
features. Remarkably, this date was absent from the Goodman Collection, with the last example that we offered, also an AUS58, bringing $16,200 as part 
of our January 2020 NYINC Sale. We note that while pedigreed to the Soedermann Collection on the holder, we have been unable to match this piece to 
a coin included in the auctions of that collection.

Across NGC and PCGS, only 
twenty-six 10 Kopecks of Nicholas I have been recognized in this finish, 
just one other being from the same date as this piece, with those two coins 
standing as the only 1833 Proof 10 Kopecks to come to auction in decades, 
and neither stemming from a famous collection such as Goodman or So- 
edermann.

An extraordinarily rare type-date to say the least within this already chal- 
lenging series, with 8 Escudos of Philip IV only appearing with great 
irregularity on the auction market. Originally supposed to be unique by 
Lopez-Chaves y Sanchez and Yriarte y Oliva, the ensuing 60 years since 
the publication of their book have only brought to light a very small hand- 
ful of examples. Those that have emerged suggest that all overassayers for 
the 1646 are also overdates, either 1646/3 or 1646/5 according to Calico. 
Although attributed to 1646/3 on the holder, only the base of the final digit 
in the date is visible, which does not show the dramatic bottom stroke of 
the 3 seen on the plate piece in La Onza and Oro Macuquino, but could, in 
theory, be the more subtle 1646/5 based on a piece sold by Aureo & Calico 
in 2006, and the example plated by Chaves. 


Entirely missing from the famous collection of Manuel Vidal Quadras y 
Ramon, the only other example of this overassayer we have been able to 
locate is the aforementioned Aureo & Calicé piece (Auction 186, Lot 415), 
which was struck from the same obverse die.

30154 Provisional Government Proof Restrike 5 Pesetas 1869 (69) 
SN-M PR61 NGC, Madrid mint (6-pointed star), cf. KM655 (original 
circulation issue), Cal-38 (same), Cay-17436 (restrike with worn dies). A 
very rare type of the Spanish Provisional Government, and one with an 
original mintage of only 100 examples, as noted both by Las Monedas 
Espanolas (Cayon) and The Standard Catalog of World Coins. Though a 
very few 1869-dated examples were originally produced, a survey of ref- 
erence works and auction records confirms a lack of high-grade original 
survivors, thereby making the procurement of any original 1869-dated 
example in comparable condition to the restrike at hand a nearly impos- 
sible task. Cayon notes that the restrikes themselves, including this piece, 
are decidedly the product of original dies, and appear to have been struck 
in an official capacity. Notably, they contrast with the first restrikes of the 
type that were recognized in the 1970s, which displayed a greater degree 
of die wear than the present issue. Though it is not known precisely when 
they were made, nor for what exact purpose, the popularity and desirabil- 
ity of these issues is without question, and they have commanded signifi- 
cant prices in the very few instances that they have appeared at auction. 
While die rust evident in the fields indicates that the dies were not new 
when they were employed in the striking of this specimen, the designs 
remain sharp and full, contrasting against glassy surfaces that maintain 
a laudable degree of reflectivity, earning this offering its Proof designa- 
tion by NGC. Delicate amber and silver patina graces the surfaces amidst 
traces of peripheral blue iridescent tone, while an interesting flan crack to 
the left side of the planchet serves as an interesting feature, as well as a 
definite future pedigree marker. All said, a very scarce opportunity for the 
specialized collector of the Spanish series, and only the second example 
that we have encountered after a gap of several years. 


During this period, Spain suffered considerable unrest among both Liber- 
als and Republicans. Queen Isabella II did little to stem the tide of this 
unrest, as she vacillated between a liberal and a conservative stance. Be- 
cause of this, there was a growing movement to overthrow Isabella. This 
eventually led to a military mutiny in 1868 with much of the army defect- 
ing to the revolutionary Generals. The Queen s forces were defeated at the 
Battle of Alcolea and she fled to Paris in exile. It was during the following 
period that the Spanish Provisional Government was formed, and during 
which this unique and short-lived series of coinage was produced. The 
search for a suitable king proved to be problematic, and an Italian Prince, 
Amadeo of Savoy, was selected to lead the country. Amadeo lasted two 
years, after which the Spanish Republic was formed.

Caulonia was founded in the 7th century BC by Achaean Greeks, 
either emigres from their homeland or the nearby city of Croton. 
The location of the city was on the underside of Italy’s “toe,” on 
a headland jutting out into the sea, which has since disappeared 
beneath the waves. Underwater archaeology has located more 
than 100 fluted columns and two spectacular mosaics, both 
depicting dragons, among the ruins dating to the 5th-4th centu- 
ries BC. The columns were likely for a large shrine to Apollo, the 
deity depicted on the city’s beautiful and intriguing coinage. 


This magnificent piece is dominated by the figure of Apollo, 
entirely nude and shown in a refined Archaic form, striding 
to the right. On Apollo’s left arm, a small figure, traditionally 
described as a winged daemon, is depicted running right; to 
Apollo's right stands a stag, sacred to both Apollo and his sister 
Artemis. However, as mentioned earlier, the tradition of claim- 
ing the small figure as a winged daemon does not seem to be 
grounded with any evidence connected to either the city or 
Apollo's mythology and iconography. Most likely, the iconogra- 
phy depicts the myth of Apollo’s hopeless pursuit of the nymph 
Daphne. Upon seeing Daphne for the first time, Apollo had a 
moment of either love at first sight, or with some intervention of 
a certain god of love, Eros, fell madly in love with Daphne. He 
began chasing her. In order to protect herself from his danger- 
ous pursuit, as she had vowed to be a maiden, she pleaded to 
her father, Peneus, for assistance. In response, Peneus, a river 
god, transformed Daphne into a laurel tree, thereby thwarting 
Apollo’s pursuit. Still loving Daphne, Apollo vowed to honor 
her for all time; thus the laurel tree, which is Daphne in Greek 
(AA®NA), became Apollo’s chief attribute, with the laurel wreath 
he wore upon his head and the laurel staff he often carried. The 
laurel wreath became used as a prize for victors, as well as a 
symbol for the power of leadership. Therefore, the small figure on 
the coin running away from Apollo with branches in their hands, 
or as arms, is most likely Daphne mid-metamorphosis. 


The artist designed this coin type placing in perspective the 
three figures and giving each a separate ground line and size to 
show a depth of field. Apollo is the largest and most prominent 
figure; as such, he is in the foreground. The deer is smaller and 
has its own ground line, placing it further back in the scene, in 
the midground. Lastly, there is the small figure of Daphne with 
her ground line behind Apollo’s arm. She is the smallest figure 
because she is the furthest away. She looks back to see if Apollo is 
still in pursuit as she runs away mid-transformation. By depicting 
the figures this way, the artist cleverly shows the full story of the 
myth, stuck forever in a pregnant pause.

Alexander the Great's meteoric 13-year career of conquest left 
the classical world profoundly transformed by the time of his pre- 
mature death in 323 BC. In the immediate aftermath, Alexander's 
generals carved up his immense new empire into spheres of 
influence, although maintaining the fiction of a unified leader- 
ship. Territorial disputes soon led to civil wars, with the rival 
warlords contending for supreme power. Chief among these was 
Lysimachus, who at various times controlled Thrace, Macedon 
and much of Asia Minor. For the obverse of his silver his coinage, 
Lysimachus claimed the mantle of Alexander by choosing the 
image of the conqueror himself, now shown as a god wearing the 
ram’s horn of the Greco-Egyptian deity Ammon. The image is one 
of the earliest true portraits to appear on a coin, and one of the 
finest. The reverse, depicting Athena enthroned, likewise proved 
extremely influential throughout history, forming the archetype 
for the figure of Britannia on modern English coins.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage is 
still imperfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun to 
clarify the picture. It is now evident that the first “coins” were 
pre-weighed electrum globules of no particular design but con- 
forming to the weight standard prevalent in Ionia and Lydia, a 
“stater” of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next came pieces 
bearing simple punch patterns on the “reverse,” but with a blank 
“obverse,” as seen here. These were followed quickly by pieces 
being a series of parallel striations, the first example of some- 
thing that could be termed an obverse “type.” Thus this “typeless 
trite” issue is among the very first coins struck by any culture.

The most famous episode 
involving Sirens is undoubtedly found in the Odyssey, whence 
Odysseus stops up the ears of his crew with wax and has himself 
lashed to the ship’s mast so that only he can hear their deadly 
song. An early myth suggests sirens received their wings when 
Demeter sent them off to search for her daughter Persephone.

Although she is unnamed in the Gospels, it has been traditionally 
assumed that it was Salome who asked Herod Antipas for the head 
of John the Baptist in return for her risqué dance for the king. 


The regnal date on this issue by a client king of Rome, which is 
known for years 13 and 17, would have a pro-Roman propaganda 
and political value, as those years correspond to the beginning of 
the Jewish War (AD 66) and the destruction of the Temple (AD 70).

The son of Augustus’ wife Livia by her previous marriage to a 
member of the aristocratic Claudian family, Tiberius Claudius 
Nero was born in 42 BC in the waning days of the Roman Republic. 
His path to supreme power was too circuitous to relate here, but 
upon the death of Augustus in AD 14, Tiberius was a weary 
54-year-old who didn’t truly want the job of emperor anymore. 
Nevertheless, Tiberius’ first years as emperor went fairly smooth- 
ly, marred only by the death of the popular Germanicus in AD 
19. Still, Tiberius longed to leave the hubbub of Rome behind. He 
attempted to retire in stages, giving more and more power to 
his unscrupulous Praetorian Prefect, Sejanus, who plotted the 
arrests and murders of nearly the whole Julio-Claudian family. 
Heartsick and tired of intrigues, Tiberius retired permanently to 
the luxurious island retreat of Capri in AD 27, allowing Sejanus 
to run wild and destroy himself by overreaching. Tiberius died 
embittered and unloved in AD 37, leaving the succession to his 
deranged nephew Gaius ‘Caligula,’ perhaps as a cruel joke on 
the Roman people. It is unlikely he ever knew about the most 
momentous event of his reign, the ministry and crucifixion of 
Jesus Christ in Judaea. Like Tiberius himself, his coinage was 
intensely conservative, with only a single precious metal type 
in use for almost the entirety of his 23-year reign (the PONTIF 
MAXIM reverse type), making this early quadriga type even more 
desirable as it was only produced during his first two regnal 
years - Tribunicia Potestas XVI and XVII.

Born on the Danubian frontier, Gaius Messius Quintus Trajanus 
Decius came to the throne with a ready-made agenda for the 
restoration of Rome’s fading glory. He tried several innovations 
on the financial front, including the introduction of a new coin 
denomination, the double-sestertius. Despite these measures, the 
gold coinage of Decius shows a sharp acceleration in the debase- 
ment witnessed over the previous two decades, which had seen 
the aureus drop from about 6.5 grams under Severus Alexander 
(AD 222-235) to about 4.5 grams under Philip I (AD 244-249). 
Aurei struck near the beginning of his reign average about the 
same as Philip’s, but this plummets by more than a gram over 
the course of the next 18 months. Perhaps seeking to confiscate 
their estates and replenish the treasury, he cracked down harshly 
on those he believed were undermining the ancient traditions of 
Rome. Christianity was particularly singled out, and thousands of 
Christians were forced to either make sacrifice to Rome's gods or 
face torture, execution and seizure of assets. Renewed barbarian 
invasions late in AD 250 took his attention away from domestic 
affairs. Seeking a decisive battle, Decius pursued the fleeing 
Goths into the marshes of Abrittus and straight into an ambush. 
Decius and about half of his army perished in the debacle, the 
first time a Roman emperor had fallen to a foreign enemy. The 
Christians claimed it was God’s revenge on an arch-persecutor. 
In any case, the catastrophe at Abrittus accelerated the Roman 
Empire's slide into anarchy.

Aelia Pulcheria, the daughter, sister and wife to three different 
East Roman emperors, played a critical role in maintaining the 
stability of the Eastern Roman regime, during the tumultuous 
early to mid-fifth century AD. Born circa AD 398 to Arcadius and 
Aelia Eudoxia, she had a far more dominating personality than 
her timid younger brother, Theodosius II. When Arcadius died in 
AD 408 and Theodosius ascended the throne, at the age of seven, 
Pulcheria took upon herself the role of her brother’s protector. 
In AD 414, she came of age and the Senate declared her Augusta, 
or Empress, whereupon she took over the regency herself. She 
declared her intent to remain a virgin (possibly to avoid a politi- 
cal marriage), and took her brother’s education into her own 
hands, seeing to it he learned how to look, act, and perform 
rituals like an emperor; however he lacked backbone, which 
she had to provide to keep the Theodosian regime in undisputed 
power. Under her guidance, the Eastern Roman Empire success- 
fully intervened in the West and installed her nephew, Valentinian 
III, on the throne (AD 424-425), while to the East, a brief war 
against Persia was successfully prosecuted (AD 421). When 
Theodosius was killed in a riding accident, in AD 450, Pulcheria 
briefly ruled as sole empress before bowing to demands that she 
marry and thus chose a suitable man to rule as Augustus. She 
wisely chose the lowborn but capable Marcian, who proved to be 
the strong, even-handed ruler the Empire needed. The year fol- 
lowing her marriage, Pulcheria was instrumental in summoning 
the Fourth Ecumenical Council at Chalcedon, which established 
the basic principles of teaching the Eastern Orthodox Church. 
Pulcheria died in AD 453, having kept her vows of virginity and 
defense of her Imperial dynasty for a half-century and left all of 
her possessions to the poor.

One of a debilitating string of short-lived rulers from the early 
eighth century, Bardanes was a general of Armenian origins who 
was proclaimed emperor upon the final overthrow of Justinian 
II, Almost immediately, he alienated the clergy and populace 
by reviving the Monothelete heresy (proposing that Christ had 
a single, divine nature and will) which had supposedly been 
stamped out decades previously. He was also unsuccessful in 
stopping Arab and Bulgarian advances, prompting the Byzantine 
army to depose and blind him after 18 months of ineffective rule. 
He was replaced by the finance minister Artemius, who reigned 
as Anastasius II. This extraordinary piece shows the unusually 
fine artistry employed on the coinage for so ephemeral a reign, 
showing the emperor holding two symbols of office dating back 
to Roman times: The globus cruciger and scipio aquila, a scepter 
topped by an eagle.

Although often cited as only a mild civil servant thrust into the 
role of short-reigning emperor, Anastasius II Artemius was 
rather a more formidable character than his origins might 
suggest. An imperial secretary to several emperors, he ascended 
to the purple when soldiers from the volatile Opsikian Theme in 
Thrace rose up and overthrew the Emperor Philippicus, whose 
unorthodox religious views had alienated the populace and 
soldiery. Artemius was chosen for his intimate knowledge of the 
imperial bureaucracy and orthodox religion. He chose to rule 
under the name Anastasius in honor of the ruler of two centu- 
ries previous who had strengthened the Empire through sound 
financial measures. One of his first actions was to arrest and 
execute the conspirators against Philippicus and impose harsh 
discipline on the army. Understanding that Constantinople would 
soon be besieged by Arab armies, he repaired the walls and 
ordered construction of a new fleet, which he sent on a success- 
ful preemptive raid of Rhodes. He also placed the army of the 
Anatolian Theme under the command of the talented general Leo 
the Isaurian, later emperor, and ordered it to invade Syria. In the 
meantime, however, the unruly Thracian troops tired of his dis- 
cipline and revolted a second time. After a two-month siege, they 
took Constantinople and replaced Anastasius with another civil 
servant, who ascended the throne as Theodosius III. Anastasius 
fled to Nicaea, where he abdicated and entered a monastery. 
Four years later, he attempted to resume the throne, but he was 
captured and executed.

Featuring a near-Mint State level of preservation embellished 
with a luxurious tangerine coating. 


Victoria gold Sovereign 1866-SYDNEY MS62 NGC, Sydney 
mint, KM4. A scarce grade for the type, with under 2% of the 
certified population at NGC and PCGS grading finer, and none by 
more than two points. Satiny yellow-gold luster grips the devices, 
while only a light peppering of contact marks preclude a finer 
designation. 


Victoria gold “St. George” Sovereign 1884-M MS64 NGC, 
Melbourne mint, KM7, S-3857C. W.W. Complete. Tied for the 
finest certified across both major grading services, this carefully 
preserved offering emits blooming, deep golden luster that wells 
around the devices. We note that our last MS64, certified by 
PCGS, hammered for $3,600 in May of 2021 (Auction 3091, Lot 
32259). 


31181 George V gold Sovereign 1921-S MS63 PCGS, Sydney mint, 
KM29, S-4003. Covetable so choice and showcasing prominent 
canary-gold appearances largely devoid of imperfection and 
major marks. A scarcer and conditionally sensitive Sydney date.

31182 George V gold Sovereign 1924-S MS62 NGC, Sydney mint, 
KM29, S-4003. A conditionally sensitive and scarcer date 
Sovereign of Sydney with gently muted but prominent luster and 
rarely encountered finer than choice grades, generally to great 
fanfare. 


31183 George V gold Sovereign 1928-M MS63 PCGS, Melbourne 
mint, KM29, S-3999. Fresh, satiny mint luster permeates the bril- 
liant golden surfaces. One of the more difficult Melbourne issues 
to obtain in Mint State grades, and especially desirable in this 
choice quality.

Only trivial instances of cabinet friction commonly associ- 
ated with this issue can be seen to Leopold’s hair and knuckles on 
an otherwise beautiful specimen.

31187 Archduke Ferdinand Karl 2 Taler 1646 AU58 NGC, Hall mint, 
KM937, Dav-3363. 56.59gm. An enchanting representative of this 
large issue demonstrating a most pleasing peripheral iridescence 
highlighted by ample reflectivity to the protected recesses, while 
the central raised designs are dressed in a mottled lavender and 
magenta tone. 


31188 Archduke Ferdinand Karl 2 Taler ND (1654) AU58 NGC, Hall 
mint, KM985. Dav-3364, Moser-Tursky-pg. 290, Fig. 511. 57.78gm. 
An exceedingly attractive representative of this “Doppeltaler,” of 
which we’ve had the opportunity to sell a small handful of times 
in recent memory. The present example, while certified just shy 
of Mint State, exudes the appearance of a finer specimen, with 
fully rendered and crisp motifs, precluded from finer designa- 
tions due to the presence of minor rub to the Archduke’s hair. 
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Leopold I Taler 1701 MS62 NGC, Hall mint, KM1303.4, Dav- 
1003. A fine example of this popular Leopold I “Hogmouth” Taler 
issue, featuring rich and natural silty patina over highly lustrous 
fields underlying. Lightly handled for the grade, with a pleasing 
undercurrent of iridescence expressed throughout. 


Leopold I Taler 1704/3 MS64 NGC, Hall mint, KM1303.4, Dav- 
1003. Rarely available in overdate form with moderate toning, 
apparent underlying shimmer, and few marks of note. An impec- 
cable strike gives this selection the appearance of a full gem, and 
should more than satisfy the collector seeking an example of this 
immediately identifiable “Hogmouth” issue.

A 
well-executed, if polished, specimen, featuring nearly perfect 
centering over both sides.

Leopold I 2 Taler ND (1686-1696) AU55 NGC, Hall mint, 
KM1338, Dav-3252. 57.42gm. Well-struck and produced on a 
notably even flan for the issue, with a graphite tone to the piece 
producing a charming appearance.

(Cleaned) PCGS, Vienna mint, KM2246.2, Dav-20. Wreath tips 
between ‘AI.’ Struck to commemorate the opening of the Vienna 
to Trieste railroad. Displaying the gentlest hint of silver patina 
over otherwise fully white features marked by scattered contact 
and hairlines. Highly popular nonetheless, and perhaps a more 
affordable example of the type. 


Franz Joseph I 2 Taler 1865-A MS61 NGC, Vienna mint, 
KM2249. A captivating example of this large emission of Franz 
Joseph I, with semi-Prooflike appearances owed to a crisp strike 
and metallic, highly reflective fields, tempered by an abundance 
of wisps. 
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Franz Joseph I 2 Taler 1867-A MS63 NGC, Vienna mint, 
KM2250, Dav-24. An attractive Choice Mint State multiple Taler 
imbued with a particularly strong semi-Prooflike strike, render- 
ing even the most minute of details apparent, and embellished 
with pervasive and pleasing peach and lilac tones. 


Franz Joseph I gold 1/2 Krone 1858-E AU55 NGC, Karlsburg 
mint (in Transylvania), KM2251, Fr-498, J-314. Mintage: 25,000. 
A scarcer issue, and one of only four examples certified across 
NGC and PCGS to date. Superficial friction and a single scratch 
in the obverse left field aside, the offering displays virtually Mint 
State quality, bathed in luminous golden radiance that glistens 
across the fields upon rotation, with Franz Joseph’s features and 
the reverse details preserving nearly full sharpness and clarity.

A reflective gem exhibiting needle-sharp 
designs that contrast against watery surfaces absent any signs of 
meaningful handling. 


Republic gold Prooflike 100 Schilling 1937 PL63 NGC, Vienna 
mint, KM2857, Fr-522. Graced with a gentle frost that resides 
over sharp devices, contrasting with watery reflectivity through- 
out the fields.

Brabant. Jeanne & Wenceslas gold Pieter d’Or ND (1355- 
1383) MS62 NGC, Louvain mint, Fr-11, Schneider-231, 
Delm-45. 4.05gm. +WEnCELAVS: Z (retrograde): IOhAnA x | 
x DEI: GRA: BRAB: DVCES (saltire and double saltire stops), 
half-length figure of St. Peter facing with a key in his left 
hand and a book in his right above quartered arms of Limburg, 
Brabant, and Luxembourg; all within a tressure of arches with 
lis on the cusps and trefoils in the spandrels / + XPC: VIMCIT: 
XPC: REGHAT: XPC: IMPERAT, cross fleurée with rosette in 
center. Among the highest-graded representatives of the type we 
have offered and near the peak of those certified, with just one 
MS63 ranking finer at NGC. Both faces show a near immaculate 
preservation over crisp, lustrous fields studded with die polish, 
suggesting that a finer grade might be left wanting.

VInCIT: XP’C: REGNAT: XP’C: INPERAT, cross fleury with 
lis in angles, within quatrefoil with lis in spandrels. Razor-sharp 
throughout and tastefully rendered on the whole, not the least 
softness can be detected in the design, from the lamb’s wool and 
face to the ornaments on the arms on the reverse.

Charles IV gold 2 Escudos 1806 PTS-PJ VF30 NGC, Potosi 
mint, KM79, Cal-1376. A scarce and more heavily circulated 
representative of a challenging 2 Escudos issue, which, despite its 
time spent in exchange, reveals traces of luster against a perva- 
sive veil of red-gold tone. 


Charles IV gold 8 Escudos 1791 PTS-PR XF40 NGC, Potosi 
mint, KM81, Cal-1695. Plain bust. Despite moderate circulation 
wear, an offering that maintains a relatively strong degree of 
luster, tempered only by expected hairlines and friction in the 
fields.

A vibrant ring of 
orange-gold tone grips the peripheral legends to yield a satisfying 
framing effect.

Pedro I gold 6400 Reis 1827-R XF Details (Smoothed) PCGS, 
Rio de Janeiro mint, KM370.1, LMB-601. A very scarce gold 
type produced in an original mintage numbering only 637 exam- 
ples. Though certainly smoothed or similarly treated, we note a 
sharp degree of definition to the devices, with significant detail 
remaining even post-circulation, resulting in a generally better 
appearance than what is often encountered in an XF base grade.

Of similar rarity to the 
1859, the 1863 finds itself as the second scarcest of the issue, and 
is exceptionally collectible this close to Mint State preservation, 
with NGC certifying only a single uncirculated representative.

Rarely seen in this conditional 
preservation, and with none graded finer, the offering exhibits a 
frosty and highly Prooflike salt-gray luster across the surfaces. 
For comparison, the Cape Coral, ex. Lissner example we offered 
August, also an MS65, brought $2280.

Variety with 20 rays around star. A near-gem representative of 
this medallic issue struck with impressive depth and dressed in a 
pervasive and attractive mottled peach and cornflower blue illu- 
minating through a light haze.

One 
of only two examples certified by NGC to date, and displaying a 
bold and well-centered reverse cross alongside minimally handled, 
satiny surfaces. Though struck partially off-flan, the letters N and 
R are visible to the obverse left, while the roman numeral denomi- 
nation “II” is also visible to the right of the shield.

A wholesome Cob offering boast- 
ing pale-gold surfaces inhibited by some scattered scratches 
throughout. Misattributed by NGC on the insert as a Philip V 
type while the assayer’s initials denote a Ferdinand VI issue. 


Charles HI gold 8 Escudos 1787 NR-JJ MS63 NGC, Nuevo 
Reino mint, KM50.la, Cal-2122, Onza-893. Benefitting from 
a clear strike, with typical micro-granularity to the surfaces 
pointing to a strike with rusted dies. However, the quality of this 
specimen, the finest of this issue certified by NGC, is anything 
but typical, with only miniscule instances of friction dispersed 
across the surfaces, and a balanced aesthetic appeal resulting 
from careful preservation across well over two centuries of likely 
collector ownership. Satiny, sun-gold luster decorates the centers, 
ringed at the peripheries by shimmering wateriness that yields a 
decidedly high-end visual appeal.

A fully struck Ducat yielding rich glisten- 
ing luster that highlights a scarce and desirable Mint State level 
of preservation. The first example that we have offered to date, 
yet more impressive in light of the piece’s condition and the sole- 
certified status of this overdate at NGC.

Gothic-type, dressed in a lovely iridescence to the peripheries 
of the obverse, while the reverse displays an enchanting array of 
autumnal hues. 


A wholly 
frosty, Gem Mint State representative of this Gothic-type Florin, 
boasting razor-sharp central designs raised atop lustrous fields 
devoid of any major imperfection.

A modest, persistent rub to Ferdinand’s bust indicates 
a long-past use in contemporary exchange, though what elevates 
this specimen above most within the body of survivors is the 
degree of brilliance retained in the fields, which shimmer allur- 
ingly upon rotation, serving as sleek surfaces that catch rolling 
aurous light as it careens across the features. A prestigious pedi- 
gree only adds further interest to this offering, one of only a small 
handful that we have encountered to date.

Enlivened by 
a muted mint brilliance that illuminates steely blue and subtle 
iridescence, this borderline Choice Mint State survivor will cer- 
tainly interest collectors of the series focus on advanced aesthetic 
caliber.

MS63 NGC, Nueva Guatemala mint, KMS, Stickney-C99. A 
sun-gold Choice Mint State example of this popular, scarcer date 
fractional gold issue featuring the iconic designs of the Central 
American Republic series. Perfectly embossed upon a small, bril- 
liant gold planchet laden with ample die polish and displaying the 
occasional wisp which defines the grade.

Tied with the 
Eliasberg specimen at this grade, and only the sixth example we 
have offered.

An appropriately gem-certified Goldgulden, 
benefitting from an extremely exacting strike that finds itself 
almost perfectly centered on the flan. One of the nicest examples 
of the type at NGC, with only two Goldguldens of Sigismund 
graded MS66 within the whole series.

A 
highly glassy piece whose mild device frosting produces an 
almost Prooflike appearance. Indeed, despite the minor handling 
that bounds the designation, no wear is detectable, the devices 
executed by a firm strike that leaves the coin feeling decidedly 
superior for its grade.

An especially fine 
example of this Bombay-minted Sovereign, bathed in a luxurious 
coating of honeyed-amber tone lit aglow upon illumination. A 
fully Gem Mint State representative with ample satiny brilliance.

Bahri Mamluk. al-Zahir Baybars I (AH 658-676 / AD 1260- 
1277) gold Dinar ND MS65 NGC, al-Iskandariya mint, A-880 
(R), Kazan-667, cf. Balog-31. 5.64gm. A very high-quality issue 
for the deteriorating state of the dies, leaving some areas of flat- 
ness and clear swathes of die rust. Nevertheless, both faces are 
imbued with an intense luster that secures the offering’s gem 
status. The mostly highly certified example of the type yet seen 
by NGC, we would note that we sold an MS62-graded specimen 
for $1200 in August 2019.

Admittedly a bit unevenly struck, the 
coin shows a crispness of detail where the dies found their mark, 
the fields appearing strikingly clean and free of serious marks.

Conditionally superior for this fractional issue featuring John the 
Baptist, this true gem ranks as the single-finest example across 
the combined PCGS and NGC censuses. Ultra refined in appear- 
ance, the cartwheeling luster of the fields overlaid with a fine 
silver patina that complements sharp devices and easily discern- 
ible die polish lines, which speak to a high degree of originality 
and careful preservation for well over 200 years. 


Benefitting 
from a firm strike that yields bold and expressive detail, the plan- 
chet bathed in argent brilliance and gently dressed in silver tone. 
Completely absent any noteworthy distractions, light wisps in the 
fields serving as the only limiting factor to even finer certifica- 
tion.

(Instituted 1839) MS62 NGC, cf. Barac-267 (different reverse 
legend). 51mm. 79.56gm. This large gold medal depicts Saint 
Maurice on horseback with large banner, and was presented to sol- 
diers having 50 years of military service. While this piece imitates 
the Type III issues, “AL CAVALIERE MAURIZIANO” has been 
removed from the reverse legend. A pleasing example rarely seen at 
auction in this size, and in appreciable near-Choice Mint State.

A 
virtually pristine example of this small gold issue, struck to com- 
memorate the Winter Olympics taking place in Lake Placid, New 
York.

Johann II gold 20 Kronen 1898 AU58 NGC, Vienna mint, 
KM-Y6, Fr-12. Mintage: 1,500. A scarce gold denomination 
produced to a limited mintage of only 1,500 examples. The 
specimen at hand borders closely on Mint State, featuring admi- 
rably preserved details and plentiful golden luster.

Republic gold “15th Anniversary of Independence” 500 
Ouguiya 1975-(a) MS67 NGC, Paris mint, KM7, Fr-1. Mintage: 
1,800. Known as the only gold coin produced in Mauritania, this 
broad selection, which was struck to commemorate the 15th anni- 
versary of independence, features beautifully styled illustrations 
atop semi-reflective fields. Wholly gem and constantly demanded 
as such. AGW 0.7714 oz. 
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MEXICO 


Charles & Johanna “Late Series” 4 Reales ND (1542-1555) 
O-Mo MS64 NGC, Mexico City mint, KM0018, Cal-139. 
13.70gm. An exceedingly well-preserved example of this ever- 
popular type and one that elicits a sense of wonder. Nearly 
as-struck and laden with argent reflectivity, each detail rendered 
precisely as intended. While embossed slightly off-center and 
exhibiting very minor weakness to the periphery, the piece at 
hand remains an imposing giant of the series, and as the sole 
second finest 4 Reales of any type from Charles & Johanna 
between the major grading services, with only a single gem certi- 
fied, we expect demand for such a rarity to exceed our estimate. 


Philip V 2 Reales 1742 Mo-M MS65 NGC, Mexico City mint, 
KM85, Cal-826, Yonaka-M2-42. A peak-level conditional sur- 
vivor that ranks well above any other example we have seen or 
even know of for this minor issue. Deep, watery luster glides 
effortlessly over pristine fields upon even subtle rotation, with 
overlying silver patina and traces of golden iridescence yielding 
an unmistakable impression of pure gem quality. For reference, 
we note this as tied for the finest grade of any 2 Reales currently 
seen by NGC throughout the entire 18th-century series.

“frosty,” this sharply produced example of an iconic type should 
draw immediate attention from collectors of the Mexican and 
Spanish colonial series. Tied for the second-finest certified to 
date across over 80 examples seen by the grading services, and 
exceeded by only a single “65” in the combined censuses.

City mint, KM135, Cal-240. An impressive representative of this 
elusive early date, still quite lustrous, and featuring very little 
evidence of high-point friction. The lightly patinated surfaces 
are very attractive for the designation, furthering the eye appeal 
of this conditionally scarce offering that remains a challenge to 
acquire at this level or finer.

Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1754 Mo-MF MS63 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM104.1, Cal-482. An incredibly frosty specimen for the 
type, boasting an even satin luster over the surfaces and hardly 
a trace of tone. To date, NGC has only certified 2 pieces a point 
finer out of the 342 total examples of the date they have seen, and 
we would note that a similar condition piece brought $4680 as 
part of the Donald Partrick Collection.

Presenting even salt-white color over 
Mint State surfaces, hardly any weakness detectable through 
the design and just a small patch of adjustments to both central 
motifs. 


Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1759 Mo-MM AU58 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM104.2, Cal-495. Graced with a steel-blue tone over 
slightly glassy surfaces, with a modest area of friction noted over 
the crowned dual globes. 


Ferdinand VI gold 4 Escudos 1756 Mo-MM AUS50 NGC, 
Mexico City mint, KM138, Cal-713. A pleasing representative 
that reveals balanced circulation wear over brass-gold surfaces 
carrying traces of residual luster. Toning accents in the legends 
produce an emboldening effect. 


Charles III 2 Reales 1776 Mo-FM AU50 PCGS, Mexico City 
mint, KM88.2, Cal-662 (prev. Cal-1343). A perennial favorite 
for collectors of this series due to the date’s association with 
American independence. An especially fine example of the type 
showcasing a pleasing array of cobalt and violet patination to the 
peripheries, lending to the piece’s superior eye appeal. 


Charles II 8 Reales 1764 Mo-MF MS63 PCGS, Mexico City 
mint, KM105, Cal-1087. Displaying razor-sharp device outlines 
to the obverse pillars, globes, and waves, these features set within 
glasslike fields that display variegated patina evolving from 
silvery in the centers to steel-gray in the intermediary regions and 
hints of salt-white tone in the outer extremities. As a conditionally 
challenging issue, locating a choice example thereof is no easy 
feat. Commensurate with this observation, we note that only a 
single MS64 certifies more highly, with the present grade thus 
representing an effective cap in terms of collector attainability.

Charles IV 8 Reales 1796 Mo-FM MS62 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM109, Cal-959. Typically a far-cry for the Spanish 
Colonial 8 Reales of the 18th century—a virtually Choice Mint 
State survivor with full glassy luster and a simply compelling 
strike. Whereas an AU-grade for the type would often be regard- 
ed as reasonably high, out of over 100 examples seen for the date 
between NGC and PCGS combined, just one ranks a grade point 
finer. In-hand examination confirms a very special production 
quality to this issue, a combination of die polish and radiant flow 
lines accenting the raised features and producing an indelible air 
of quality.

Displaying 
balanced evidence of circulation, with ample residual luster pre- 
served in the reverse fields. A considerably rarer variety for the 
date, unpublished in either Calicé’s 2004 La Onza. Only the 
second example we have handled, and one of only a very small 
number to emerge on the market in recent years. 


Zacatecas. War of Independence - Ferdinand VII Provisional 
8 Reales 1811-LVO XF45 NGC, Zacatecas mint, KM189, Cay- 
15853, Ramirez-Z8.1.1a. Continuous legend on obverse with local 
arms reverse. An important revolutionary issue struck with “LVO” 
initials underneath a prominently displayed central mountain, and 
with the words “MONEDA PROVISIONAL DE ZACATECAS” 
(“provisional money of Zacatecas”) in the obverse legends. This 
issue is notable for its use of the “local arms” reverse, a scarcer 
type displaying a more crudely styled design. The offering pos- 
sesses a superb appearance for any admirer of original tone and 
surfaces, exhibiting a hearty, silty patina with touches of steely 
luster gracing the periphery. A true connoisseur’s coin, and an 
inarguable historical relic of the period! 


Republic 4 Reales 1868/58 Go-YF MS63 NGC, Guanajuato 
mint, KM375.4. Among the finest certified examples of this 
mint-date we have handled, and a coin which, even under close 
examination, seems imaginable in a technically higher grade. 
The whole of the planchet positively beams with mint brilliance, 
just a subtle tone of champagne and salt white having developing 
around the Liberty Cap to great aesthetic effect. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1855/4 Do-CP AU58 NGC, Durango 
mint, KM383.3, Fr-68. A gratifying example of the type whose 
convex curvature yields bright satiny luster within the relatively 
better protected peripheries, where sharp legends create a pleas- 
ing visual border to the central designs. Though typically weakly 
struck in the obverse center, we note that this offering is one of 
only two examples of this overdate certified by NGC, and the 
finest of these two. 


Republic gold 8 Escudos 1862/1 Go-YE MS63 NGC, 
Guanajuato mint, KM383.7, Onza-1973. Remarkably lustrous, 
with watery brilliance that ripples gently across the fields to illu- 
minate designs executed to pinpoint accuracy. Utterly engaging 
and fully choice.

The key date for this three-year type, and the only one 
which the Standard Catalog of World Coins records as not having 
been released for circulation. Lustrous and sharp, with generally 
clean surfaces for the grade and perhaps only a hair of excess han- 
dling precluding an even finer designation. 


Estados Unidos 2 Pesos 1921-Mo MS64 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM462, Elizondo-1061. A mesmerizing representative 
of this collectible one-year type that always garners signifi- 
cant interest when found approaching Gem Mint State and finer, 
with few claiming to match the aesthetic caliber of the example 
seen here. Struck to commemorate the centennial of Mexican 
Independence and enhanced by vibrant and pervasive tangerine 
hues that transition to deeper amber and russet, we expect the 
piece at hand to elicit highly competitive bids for the series. 


Estados Unidos gold 50 Pesos 1921 MS64 PCGS, Mexico City 
mint, KM481, Fr-172. The first date of issue for the type. Flashy, 
with vibrant sunflower-gold accents. AGW 1.2056 oz.

Cattaro. French Occupation Siege Cast France 1813 AU53 
NGC, KM1, Pag-293. A fascinating representative and smallest 
denomination of this fleeting Napoleonic obsidional issue. While 
generally encountered in 5 and 10 Franc denominations, we have 
never had the privilege of handling the substantially smaller and 
equally crude single Franc issue. Clearly cast with an abundance 
of air bubbles and surface granularity, yet still displaying a subtle 
golden glow, we expect this piece to pique the interest of those 
with an interest in Napoleonic siege coinage. 
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Cattaro. French Occupation Siege Cast 5 Francs 1813 AU58 
NGC, KM2, Dav-46, Pag-292. A crude, cast emission produced 
during the British and Montenegrin siege of Cattaro, lasting 
from October of 1813 to January of the following year. This 
satisfying example preserves an abundance of originality, with 
surprisingly clear surfaces, deeply toned in steel and contrast- 
ing against lighter, incuse devices. Highly historical, with the 
obverse showing the crowned monogram “N” for Napoleon and 
the reverse legend unambiguously proclaiming Cattaro’s state of 
siege. 


Cattaro. French Occupation Siege Cast 5 Francs 1813 AU55 
NGC, KM2, Dav-46, Pag-292b. A second piece of cast siege 
coinage from the French occupied city of Cattaro, and a treat to 
have witnessed the sale of all denominations from this collectible 
series in the last few months. Bestowed appearances consistent 
with that of a cast piece, the coin at hand exhibits remarkably 
little handling for an issue that likely would experience frenzied 
handling during the waning days of the 1813 siege by British 
forces.

Gelderland. Provincial gold Imitative Rose Noble 1579 AU 
Details (Damaged) NGC, Nijmegen mint, Fr-230, Delm-634 
(R4), PW-Ge03, Vanhoudt-407NIJ (R3). 7.63gm. With the name 
and titles of Philip II of Spain. Copying the style of the gold 
Ryals (Rose Nobles) of Edward IV. An intriguing issue, and 
of far greater rarity than the more commonly seen imitations 
of Gorinchem, with Delmonte assigning the issue a rarity of 
R4, and records from the period suggesting a mere 1380 pieces 
were struck. Though not quite as elusive as Delmonte believed— 
his rating suggesting 2-3 known—we can report that very few 
examples have come to auction in recent years, with nearly all 
survivors we can find coming heavily bent or damaged (see also 
the coins plated by Delmonte and Purmer and van der Wiel). 


HOLLAND 


Holland. Philippe le Bon (1419-1467) gold Cavalier d’Or 
(Gouden Rijder) ND (1433-1467) AUS8 NGC, Dordrecht mint, 
Fr-126, Delm-743. 3.48gm. A scintillating representative display- 
ing wholly original surfaces, decorated in a pervasive honey and 
apricot patination, adding to the superior visual allure of this 
example certified on the cusp of Mint State. Deeply enchanting 
and certainly worthy of bidding premium. 


Holland. Provincial Rijksdaalder 1587 AU53 PCGS, Dav-8843, 
Delm-900. Exceptionally sharp for the type, essentially full detail 
realized within the armored bust amidst an appealing display of 
glistening luster overlaid with a gentle steel patina that admits 
only hairline wisps in the fields. A single peripheral flan crack at 
1 o’clock divides the obverse legend. 


NAMUR 


Namur. Philippe le Beau (1482-1506) gold Florin d’Or 1499 
AU55 NGC, Namur mint, Lev-II-147, Delm-423 (R2), Vanhoudt- 
146NA (R2). 3.34gm. * PhILIPE: In: TERCEDE | PRO: nOBIS: 
1499 | S (double annulet stops), nimbate, mantled figure of St. 
Philippe standing facing behind crowned arms of Austria- 
Burgundy, cross-staff in right hand, Gospels in left / (briquet) 
PhS’: DEI: GRA’: ARChIDV: AVST’: DVX: BVR’: CO”: nv’ 
(double annulet stops), floriate cross with briquet at center, 
alternating briquets and crowns in angles. A rarer mint for this 
quintessentially early dated medieval Dutch type, soundly struck 
on a round flan with minimal weakness.

George V Proof “Waitangi” Crown 1935 PR62 PCGS, KM6, 
Dav-443. Mintage: 468. A fleeting, sought-after issue, struck to 
commemorate the 1840 treaty between the British and indigenous 
tribes of New Zealand. The offering benefits from a full strike, 
with glassy characteristics that reveal only minimal handling 
disturbances for the assigned grade.

NGC, Lima mint, Cal-495, Cay-3739, Sellschopp-2. 32mm. 
12.94gm. Alonso Rincon as assayer. A naturally toned repre- 
sentative of this fleeting earlier Cob 4 Reales issue, struck under 
Alonso Rincon at the Lima mint in Peru. The condition of the 
present specimen is easily superior to the vast majority of exam- 
ples that we have located, a result of both a generally clear strike, 
along with a lighter degree of circulation wear that has left traces 
of luster underneath a veil of silver patina. Close examination 
of the surfaces reveals an appearance consistent with that of a 
shipwreck recovery piece. We note that this example is currently 
the only one certified by NGC, and thus should draw considerable 
interest in light of its admirable condition. 


Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1757 LM-JM AU58 NGC, Lima mint, 
KM55.1, Cal-464. Exceedingly close to uncirculated preservation, 
with fresh and original surfaces enlivened by a combination of 
mint luster and traces of emerald and sunset-orange iridescence. 


Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1759 LM-JM AU55 NGC, Lima 
mint, KM59.2, Fr-20, Cal-775. Having experienced minimal 
prolonged use in circulation, with a scattering of small contact 
marks in the fields perhaps precluding a higher certified grade. 
Regardless, the piece at hand remains a covetable and rare Lima- 
minted 8 Escudos type generally accompanied by significant 
bidding. 


Charles III 8 Reales 1788 LM-IJ MS62 NGC, Lima mint, 
KM78a, Cal-851. Frosty and gleaming, with a sharp portrayal of 
Charles II] and a hint of light silver patina gracing the surfaces. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1811 LM-JP AU Details 
(Obverse Repaired) NGC, Lima mint, KM107, Cal-1756 (prev. 
Cal-15). Uniformed/imaginary bust. A popular bust type issued 
under Ferdinand VII, rendered in a sleeker fashion than previous 
bust types and struck in Lima for only four years. An aestheti- 
cally interesting issue, limited only by the possible spot removal 
near the sitter’s neck. 


31591 South Peru. Republic 8 Reales 1837 CUZCO-BA MS60 NGC, 
Cuzco mint, KM170.1, Elizondo-179. Incuse edge lettering. A 
fully Mint State specimen of this conditionally challenging series, 
one that is rarely encountered outside of circulated designations. 
While some of the highpoints display minor friction defining the 
grade, the piece as a whole displays a wonderful, uniform argent 
appearance punctuated by ample mint brilliance illuminated at 
the turn of the wrist. Of note is a prominent strike-through found 
on the reverse, likely a long thread or fiber meandering across the 
upper-right quadrant. 


31592 Republic gold 50 Soles 1950 MS63 NGC, Lima mint, KM230, 
Fr-79. A handsome specimen imbued with semi-Prooflike appear- 
ances and pervasive, deep golden resplendence, precluded from 
finer designations by the inclusion of scattered wisps. 


PHILIPPINES 


31593 USA Administration Proof Peso 1903 PR62 NGC, Philadelphia 
mint, KM168. Mintage: 2,558. A stunning example of the 
perennial Philippines favorite Proof Peso, precisely and painstak- 
ingly exacted upon an expansive, argent planchet, free of tone 
and precluded from finer designations by the presence of wisps 
throughout. 


31594 USA Administration Peso 1906-S VF (Altered Surface), San 
Francisco mint, KM168. One of the great coins of the Philippines 
series, and a recognized key date with most of the original issue 
having been melted down since production. Evenly struck with 
ample remaining detail, precluded from certification due to a 
harsh cleaning and tooled surfaces. 


POLAND 


31595 Courland. Peter Biron gold Ducat 1780 MS61 NGC, KM33, 
Fr-4. 3.45gm. A rare one-year type from the last duke of Courland, 
Peter Biron, who would eventually cede the duchy and its terri- 
tory to the Russian Empire. While seen with scattered frequency 
at auction, rarely do specimens so fine surface. This specimen 
expresses deep golden fields and a reverse that faces up finer than 
the assigned grade would indicate and surely worthy of premium 
bids. 


31596 Nicholas I of Russia 20 Zlotych (3 Roubles) 1834 CIb-I 
AU55 NGC, St. Petersburg mint, KM-C136.2, Bit-1075 (R). The 
first year of issue for this popular type produced for Russian 
Poland, and one which is almost never encountered in Mint State 
certification, a fact reinforced by the presence of only 2 fully 
uncirculated pieces at NGC. Remarkably, this is only the sixth 
example we have offered, its sound strike and light, even wear 
sure to appeal to collectors seeking originality. 


31597 Republic Pair of Certified gold Multiple Zlotych 1925-(w) 
NGC, 
1) 10 Zlotych - MS65, KM-Y32 
2) 20 Zlotych - MS64, KM-Y33 


Warsaw mint. Struck for the 900th anniversary of the founding of 
Poland. A pair of relatively high-grade representatives for these 
notoriously collectible Polish gold issues, featuring the portrait of 
Boleslaw Chrobry. Struck for a single year only, we would note 
that the populations for both pieces drop-off dramatically above 
this level. (Total: 2 coins) 
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PORTUGAL 


Pedro II gold 4000 Reis 1689 UNC Details (Cleaned) NGC, 
Lisbon mint, KM156, Fr-76. Exhibiting razor-sharp ornamen- 
tation to the obverse crown, with decisively crisp features 
throughout resulting from a pinpoint accurate strike. Exceedingly 
light hairlines are visible at a slant, though the offering retains 
glints of original mint luster that contrast admirably with touches 
of pale orange-gold tone at the peripheries.

Joao V gold 4 Escudos (Pe¢a) 1739 AU55 NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM221.9. A scarce year to come by, with only a small handful 
of known examples certified by either major grading service. A 
pleasing offering in near-Mint State preservation, draped in a 
light, original frost that permeates the recesses of the legends 
while touches of trivial friction grace the raised details of Joao 
and define the grade. 


Maria I gold 400 Reis 1787 MS65 NGC, Lisbon mint, KM291, 
Fr-121. Struck to splendid sharpness, the offering at hand vastly 
exceeds the expected preservation for the type, ranking as the 
sole-finest example that we have encountered in our history, as 
well as the finest certified by NGC. The surfaces are blessed 
with vibrant sunset-gold tone, yielding a sensational display of 
character in conjunction with shimmering brilliance that enliv- 
ens the features from every angle of inspection. A true prize of 
Portuguese numismatics, exhibiting hardly an instance of han- 
dling detectable without the aid of magnification.

Jodo VI copper Proof Pattern 10 Reis 1820 PR64 Brown NGC, 
Lisbon mint, KM-Pn51, Gomes-E1.01. A fleeting Pattern type 
that proves elusive in all states, yet all the more desirable when 
located with as exquisite visual appeal as is seen in this near-gem 
example. Deep mahogany surfaces define the aesthetic charac- 
ter of the piece, with chocolate-brown highlights gripping the 
legends, crown, and prominently positioned shield. 


Joao VI gold 6400 Reis (Peca) 1822 MS65 NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM364, Fr-128. A brilliant and lustrous Gem Mint State speci- 
men, featuring the painstakingly detailed portrait of Joao VI 
centering mellow golden resplendence. While not an absolute 
rarity, this issue is rarely seen Gem Mint State and finer, creating 
a scarce opportunity to acquire an example of the type so fine. 


Joao VI gold 6400 Reis (Pega) 1823 MS62 NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM364, Fr-128. Exhibiting appealing and original tangerine- 
gold tone and soft accents of patina that grip the raised features, 
complementing a crisp strike with a further emboldening effect. 
Glassy luster enlivens the fields, while only shallow, scattered 
instances of friction limit the assigned certification. 


Luiz I gold 10000 Reis 1878 MS64 NGC, KMS20, Fr-152. 
Borderline gem in preservation, with light frost over Luiz’s por- 
trait and hints of reflectivity in the fields producing a nearly 
Prooflike appearance. 


Luiz I gold 10000 Reis 1884 MS63 NGC, KMS20, Fr-152. 
Appealing and slightly watery in the fields, the assigned grade 
capped only by minor instances of wispy friction. AGW 0.5228 
Oz. 
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PUERTO RICO 


Spanish Colony. Alfonso XIII Peso 1895 PG-V MS64 PCGS, 
Madrid mint, KM24, Cal-128. A one-year type that finds itself 
highly collectible and blanketed in lightly muted mint bloom that 
cascades effortlessly across autumnal-tinged gunmetal surfaces 
laying host to the youthful portrait of Alfonso. Of particularly 
strong aesthetic caliber and precluded from the elusive gem desig- 
nation by a small scratch to the cheek. Regardless, we expect this 
piece, with only two finer between NGC and PCGS, to inspire 
fevered bidding. 


ROMANIA 


Carol I 2 Lei 1901 XF40 PCGS, Hamburg mint, KM25, MBR-64, 
Stamb-053. A mid-grade representative of this short-lived series 
boasting a scant mintage of just 12,000 pieces and encountered 
only a handful of times in recent memory. With only 11 certified 
specimens between both grading services, this presents a rare 
opportunity to own this fractional issue of Romania. 


Carol I 5 Lei 1880-B MS62 PCGS, Bucharest mint, KM12. 
Name near rim variety. A pleasing example of the type lavishly 
and carefully struck, raised in admirable relief above the lower- 
lying fields and bathed in a luxurious originality. 


RUSSIA 


Aleksei Mikhailovich Novodel Rouble AM 7162 (1654) AU58 
NGC, Moscow mint, KM-NAA2, Reichel Collection-715, Petrov- 
20-75 Kopecks, Plate 11, cf. Spassky-Plate HI, 6. Dated Anno 
Mundi $3P30 (7162). Struck over a Rouble of Peter I, with the 
letters JEPXKE of CAMJIEP)KELIb visible in the field behind 
Aleksei. Among the most iconic and the earliest collectible 
Russian novodels, reproducing the extraordinarily rare 1654 
Yefimiki of Aleksei Mikhailovich, of which it is supposed only 40 
or so original examples survive. Father of Peter the Great, Aleksei 
attempted to introduce a monetary reform in 1654 to produce the 
country’s first crown-sized silver coinage by striking over exist- 
ing European Talers purchased from foreign merchants during 
the decline of the Hanseatic League. Meant to circulate alongside 
the old “wire” Kopecks, these devalued Roubles Yefimiki were 
done away with the next year in favor of a counterstamping 
program, itself lasting for less than a year due to fears of foreign 
counterfeiting. Produced using one of Peter the Great’s Roubles 
as a host, this example is striking both for its precise execution 
and brilliant flan, nearly the whole of its undertype obliterated 
and not a trace of weakness to be witnessed. 


Peter I copper Beard Token 1705 AU53 Brown NGC, Bit-3893 
(R2), Rudenko-2, Brekke-3. ‘Narrow Beard’ type, with coun- 
termark. An engaging relic from Peter the Great’s program to 
“Westernize” Russia, beard tokens such as this reflected the tsar’s 
fascination with contemporary Europe, where he saw that few men 
sported facial hair. Amidst the consternation at his request that all 
Russian men should shave their traditional beards, Peter allowed 
for men to keep their facial hair, provided they pay an annual 
beard tax, which tokens such as this were meant to serve as proof 
of. Toned to a rich chocolate brown, this offering is just mildly off- 
center with minimal friction on the whole. For comparison, the 
highest grade yet awarded by NGC for the type is AUS8, suggest- 
ing the general rarity of examples in this state of preservation.

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Catherine I Rouble 1726 AUS3 NGC, Moscow mint, KM168, 
Dav-1664. Bust left type. A striking Catherine I Rouble that pos- 
sesses an exceptional level of detail for its assigned grade, which 
in this light easily seems conservative. A steely russet patina 
evenly drapes the surfaces, masking a striking degree of underly- 
ing luster that appears with particular prominence to the reverse 
surrounding the legends and Romanov eagle. 


Ivan III (Ivan VI Antonovich) 10 Kopecks (Grivennik) 
1741-MMJI VF35 NGC, Red mint, KM205, Bit-8 (R1). A rare 
emission of this youngest of Russian czars, who was impris- 
oned upon Elizabeth’s coup and subsequently killed during an 
attempted release from captivity. This scarce minor survived the 
post-coup order to collect and destroy all coins bearing Ivan’s 
image, rendering it an important prize within the wider Russian 
series, one that exhibits balanced, serene surfaces with remnants 
of argent luster. 


Elizabeth Poltina (1/2 Rouble) 1743-MM/JI AU53 NGC, Red 
mint, KM-C18.1, Bit-143. A captivating near Mint State example 
punctuated by ample argent luster cascading across the expansive 
fields and gently protected legends, and perhaps a touch conserva- 
tively graded as this type usually exhibits striking weakness most 
notable to Elizabeth’s head. The reverse is essentially unimpacted 
by exchange and apart from the scattered planchet imperfections 
remains virtually pristine. An enticing offering and one that 
should attract significant interest. 


Elizabeth gold Ducat 1753-MEBR 5 (Feb. 5) VF Details 
(Obverse Graffiti, Damaged) NGC, Red mint, KM-C31.1, 
Fr-111, Bit-40. 3.40gm. St. Andrew Reverse. An absolutely fas- 
cinating and intriguing gold issue encountered every few years at 
auction, most with fairly comparable appearances as the example 
at hand. Enveloped by a lovely, warm golden patina and light 
rippling across the smooth surfaces as is common to this some- 
what crude issue, marred only by minimal graffiti witnessed to 
Elizabeth’s bust and a small scuff across her head. Regardless, we 
expect spirited bidding when this crosses the block. 


Siberia. Catherine II copper Novodel 5 Kopecks 1772-KM 
MS64 Red and Brown NGC, Suzun mint, KM-N70, Bit-H1071 
(R2), Brekke-471. A blazing red specimen of this classic type for 
which originals seldom come in better states of preservation, with 
this being the first example we have offered in over 20 years. We 
have been able to trace remarkably few representatives through 
auction records—perhaps just 9 others in nearly three decades— 
clearly pointing to the great rarity and desirability of the issue.

Catherine II Poltina (1/2 Rouble) 1773 CILB-41b AUS53 NGC, 
St. Petersburg mint, KM-C6é6a, Bit-288. Displaying a commend- 
able strike for an issue generally encountered in lesser states of 
circulation while the reverse remains with surprising amounts of 
originality and underlying luster. 


Catherine II gold Poltina (1/2 Rouble) 1777 MS62 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-C75, Bit-116 (R). A very high level of cer- 
tification for this only two-year type, entirely free from use in 
jewelry, bending, or cleaning. Soundly executed from polished 
dies while an interesting die shift can be seen on Catherine’s por- 
trait, which is sure to serve as a future pedigree marker. 


Catherine II Rouble 1773 CIIB-OA AU58 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-C67a.2, Dav-1684, Bit-217. A coin which finds itself 
situated on the very cusp of Mint State condition, lightly stippled 
fields replete with flow lines creating an air of exceedingly fresh 
quality. Such an effect appears very strongly on the reverse, 
where the imperial eagle is gripped by luster and a subtly frosty 
finish, making it stand in sharp relief against the open surfaces. 
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Catherine II Rouble 1777 CIMB-®JI AU55 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-C67b, Dav-1685. A frost-white emission that is kept 
from a Mint State designation only by a touch of excess friction 
and high point wear. 


Catherine II gold Rouble 1779 MS62 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-C76, Bit-115 (R), Diakov-388. Only a one-year type, 
and a highly challenging issue to locate this close to Choice Mint 
State. Even for a small coin, at an arm’s length the brilliance of 
the present piece is fully appreciable, with closer examination 
revealing strong die polish. Though the bust shows evidence of 
corrosion on the die, Catherine’s features are still appreciable.

Catherine II gold 5 Roubles 1766-CIIb XF40 PCGS, St. 

A 
type which is frequently prone to conditional issues and thus 
occurs much more rarely in problem-free grades, the offering 
showing clear, but honest wear, seemingly in a pattern that would 
suggest use as a pocket piece. Some notes of rosaceous tone have 
developed around the legends, bringing the coin’s eye appeal full 
circle. 


Catherine II gold 5 Roubles 1767-CIIb VF25 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-C78a, Bit-62 (R). A pleasing circulated rep- 
resentative that blends residual traces of luster with an overlying 
orange-gold patina. 


Catherine II gold 5 Roubles 1785-CIIb AU53 PCGS, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-C78c, Bit-85. A thoroughly pleasing 
example of this scarce 5 Roubles of Catherine II, an issue only 
seen at auction once every few years. The offering at hand dem- 
onstrates an appealing honeyed-golden tone, elevated further by 
remnants of residual luster, creating a scarce opportunity to own 
this issue so fine. 


Alexander I Rouble 1814 CIIB-II1C MS62 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-C130, Bit-108. A selection whose eye appeal far 
exceeds the upper bounds of its assigned grade, possessing a 
bright champagne luster that whirls effortlessly around strongly 
satin fields cloaked in swirling flow lines. Indeed, perhaps the 
only flaw one can detect is a small contact mark to the right of the 
eagle’s right head—a feature almost undetectable from a glance. 
Between NGC and PCGS, only a single MS64 for this mintmaster 
(Paul Stupitzyn) certifies finer, whereas the products signed by 
Mikhail Fedorov (M®) are much more available. 


Alexander I gold 5 Roubles 1817 CIIb-®I AU50 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-C132, Bit-18. Obv. Crowned double-headed 
eagle with wings down and date and value in the legend. Rev. 
Crowned four-line inscription in wreath. Faint traces of mint 
luster with noticeable rubbing on the high points. Light contact 
marks are noted for the sake of completeness only. 


Nicholas I 25 Kopecks 1827 CIIB-HT MS63 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-C159, Bit-124. Variety with shield not 
touching crown. A pleasing survivor for a type most often seen 
in low technical grades, this example showing all-white surfaces 
bathed in a watery finish that is best appreciated when viewed in 
hand. 


Nicholas I 25 Kopecks 1857 CIIbB-®b MS66 PCGS, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-C166.1, Bit-55. Essentially Prooflike in 
overall finish, a fact accentuated by a generous and careful frost- 
ing of the devices and the brilliant, fully mirrored flash across the 
surfaces. Presently tied with two other pieces as the top graded at 
PCGS, we would note that the D. Moore specimen, by compari- 
son, certified at an MS65+. 
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temp. Nicholas I gold Imitative Ducat 1849 MS64 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM83.2, Bit-35 (under “Imitations of Dutch 
Ducats’”). Reeded edge. Struck in imitation of the Netherlands 
trade Ducats and left with impressively well-preserved surfaces 
and ample, pervasive frostiness. 


Alexander II Poltina (1/2 Rouble) 1860 CIIb-®b MS64 NGC, 
St. Petersburg mint, KM-Y24, Bit-99. Large eagle variety. A 
wholly enticing near-Gem Mint State specimen decorated in 
a gentle haze obscuring what would otherwise be shimmering 
fields of reflectivity. 


Alexander III gold 5 Roubles 1889-AT MS65 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-Y42, Fr-168, Bit-33. Of nearly peak certified 
preservation for this widely collected 5 Rouble type, exhibiting 
full cartwheel brilliance and sumptuous, satiny surfaces. 


Nicholas II “Coronation” Rouble 1896-AT MS63 PCGS, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-Y60, Bit-322. Radiant and crisply struck, 
enhanced by wells of argent luster in the central fields that evolve 
to cartwheeling brilliance upon rotation in hand. Scattered wisps 
of friction establish the grade designation, yet even closer inspec- 
tion yields no larger instances of contact to detract from the 
solidly choice eye appeal of this fetching specimen. 


Nicholas IT “Alexander Il Memorial” Rouble 1898-AT’ UNC 
Details (Cleaned) NGC, St. Petersburg mint, KM-Y61, Bit-323 
(R). Mintage: 5,000. An appealing representative of this com- 
memorative issue that reveals gracefully toned, glasslike surfaces 
and a pleasing undercurrent of lilac iridescence. A desirable type 
of the popular Rouble series, and despite its “cleaned” designa- 
tion, highly collectible when encountered so visually balanced. 


Nicholas II “War of 1812” Rouble 1912-3b MS62 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint. KM-Y68, Bit-334. An incredibly fresh pre- 
sentation both for the type and the grade, possessing a radiant 
cartwheel luster and satin surface texture that admits few mean- 
ingful stray marks. Commemorating the centennial of Napoleon’s 
defeat during his invasion of Russia in 1812, this type comes 
heavily contested. 


Nicholas II Rouble 1914-BC MS64 NGC, St. Petersburg mint, 
KM-Y59.3, Bit-69. A highly impressive grade for the issue, with 
NGC in particular only having certified a mere 4 pieces finer out 
of the 122 they have seen to date. A satin undercurrent of cart- 
wheel luster washes evenly over the surfaces, catching a lightly 
golden tone near the rims to fully captivate the viewer. 


Nicholas II gold 5 Roubles 1902-AP MS68 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-Y62, Fr-180. A peak-quality example fielding virtually 
perfect and unobstructed luster. Tied for the finest certified of 
over 17,000 examples seen by NGC to date. 


Nicholas I gold 5 Roubles 1910-36 MS66 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-Y62, Bit-36 (R). Obv. Bust of Nicholas I left. Rev. 
Crowned double-headed Imperial eagle with date and value. A 
strikingly brilliant gem that approaches the uppermost echelons 
of quality yet seen for the type-date, with a mere three examples 
certified higher across PCGS and NGC combined of nearly 300 
seen to date. 


Nicholas II gold 15 Roubles 1897-AT MS64 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-Y65.2, Bit-2. Narrow rim variety with last 
three letters of the obverse legend below the truncation. One of 
the finest representatives of this conditionally challenging one- 
year type we have presented, and a representative outranked by 
only 5 coins between both grading services.

British Colony. Elizabeth II gold Proof “150th Anniversary” 
50 Pence 1984 PR67 Ultra Cameo NGC, KM12b. An expan- 
sive gold piece struck to commemorate the 150th anniversary of 
the acquisition of Saint Helena as a crown colony, featuring the 
classic portrait of Elizabeth and arms of the colony to the reverse. 
AGW 1.4015 oz. 


SAUDI ARABIA 


Abd al-Aziz bin Sa’ud gold 4 Pounds ND (1945-1946) MS61 
NGC, Philadelphia mint, KM34. Struck in the equivalent of 
a four Sovereign weight, and issued to pay the Saudi Arabian 
government for oil rights. The net gold weight is 452 grains, 
equivalent to four British sovereigns. One of the few gold coin 
issues struck by the U.S. Mint during the era when private gold 
ownership was illegal. Firmly Mint State, with a dispersion of 
light wisps and contact marks capping the grade designation. 


Abd Al-Aziz Bin Sa’ud gold 4 Pounds ND (1945-1946) AU58 
NGC, Philadelphia mint, KM34. A curious and enigmatic issue 
struck in the equivalent of a four Sovereign weight, issued to pay 
the Saudi Arabian government for oil rights. Interesting for the 
era of production, where private ownership of gold in the United 
States was illegal while the government was producing these 
pieces for foreign governments. 


SCOTLAND 


James VI 30 Shillings 1582 VF30 NGC, S-5487. 22.29gm. 
Fourth Coinage. Highly engaging, with sleek gloss from circula- 
tion layered in a steel patina. Light doubling in the strike is noted 
to James’s bust and sword, while a single flan crack extends from 
approximately 9 o’clock toward the center. 


James VII (II of England) silver Restrike Pattern 60 Shilling 
1688-Dated (1828) MS63 NGC, KM-X21, S-5634, Burns-pg. 
507, 1 (Fig. 1064). A highly attractive rendition of this classic 
Matthew Young restrike from the last 1820’s, rendered with a 
wholly precise attention to detail that proves enviable to this day. 
Burns points out that the reverse of this piece celebrates James’ 
institution of the Order of the Thistle, though he was, in fact, 
only reviving an ancient Scottish Order. It must be said that the 
reverse provides an ideal canvass for the theme of the issue, fully 
Prooflike reflectivity tinged with lilac and sunset hues washing 
over the fields. We would note that the Standard Catalog of World 
Coins Unusual volume states that this is a Proof-only issue.

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James VIII silver Restrike Pattern Crown 1716-Dated (1828) 
MS62 NGC, KM-XPT2, S-5731, Burns-pg. 537, 1 (Fig. 1094). 
An impressive and highly appealing Scottish Pattern Crown, 
originally engraved by Norbet Roettiers, and then later restruck 
by Matthew Young c. 1828, before the dies were finally defaced. 
Known as “The Old Pretender,” James III/VIII made two attempts 
to seize the crown of Scotland, with the failure of his 1716 inva- 
sion and subsequent return to France putting an end to any plans 
to mint coins. Diagnosable as a restrike owing to the presence of 
minor die rust on both sides, this specimen nevertheless contains 
considerable eye appeal, a Prooflike flash emitting from the 
surfaces as the coin is rotated in hand from beneath a rich cabinet 
patina. 


SERBIA 


Milan I Proof 5 Dinara 1879 PR61 Cameo NGC, Vienna mint, 
KM12, Dav-304. Lettered edge. Exceptionally visually appealing 
and laden with an abundance of frostiness lending to the assigned 
“Cameo” superlative, the specimen at hand finds itself populated 
by ample hairlines witnessed to the metallic, reflective fields pre- 
cluding it from finer designations. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Republic Proof 6 Pence 1892 PR63 NGC, Pretoria mint, KM4 
(35-40 pieces), Hern-Z11 (50 pieces). A minimally encountered 
Proof, with this being only the second example that we have ever 
offered. Showcasing sapphire fields ringed by a halo of cupric 
tone, the offering shows a high attention to detail and care of pres- 
ervation that more than secures its Choice Proof designation from 
NGC. 


Republic Proof 2 Shillings 1892 PR63 NGC, Pretoria mint, 
KM6 (50-60 pieces), Hern-Z23 (50 pieces). A coin which exhibits 
the noticeable sharpness characteristic of these early South Africa 
Proofs, a fully glassy sheen embracing blue and peach color as it 
washes over the surfaces. Not often seen in mid- to high-tier Proof 
grades when it is encountered at all, and markedly desirable as 
such. 


Republic gold “Single Shaft” Pond 1892 XF Details (Obverse 
Rim Damage) NGC, Pretoria mint, KM10.2, Hern-Z45. An 
always sought-after first year of issue example, limited by an 
obverse rim ding to the left of Paul Kruger’s iconic portrait. 
Occasionally seen in Details grades but a commendable offering 
nonetheless. 


Republic gold Pond 1897 AUS8 NGC, Pretoria mint, KM10.2, 
Fr-2. Exhibiting a warm tangerine tone, light ticks and friction 
evident in the fields, yet the designs showing only light rub and 
retaining the majority of their Mint State character. 


Republic gold Pond 1898 MS63 PCGS, Pretoria mint, KM10.2. 
A popular denomination of the South African Republic displaying 
luminous cartwheel brilliance and only minimal handling. Straw 
gold in color, with traces of flash that contrast against an attrac- 
tive satin finish. 


George V gold Sovereign 1927-SA MS65 PCGS, Pretoria 
mint, KM21, S-4004. Blooming golden luster and care- 
fully preserved surfaces render this gem example a fair 
contender for any high-end cabinet of Sovereigns.

Visigoths. Anonymous Pseudo-Imperial gold Tremissis ND (c. 
6th Century) AU (Graffiti), MEC I-Unl., cf. Tomasini-Group 
JAN 5.357. 18mm. 1.40gm. OH IVSTHI | A PIVS (or HIVS) 
PAC, draped, diademed, Byzantine-style bust right with square 
shoulders and cross on chest / VICTOR | AA | AST (S retrograde), 
Victory or Angel proceeding right; COHO in exergue. A hand- 
some and highly lustrous example of the type, struck with ideal 
centering and minimal weakness across a good style pseudo- 
imperial bust. Although the exact attribution of this type to the 
Visigoths is somewhat tentative—owing to close stylistic paral- 
lels between the pseudo-Imperial coinage of the Visigoths and 
Merovingians, particularly in Septimania—this style of Victory 
is generally considered to be more heavily Visigothic.

Visigoths. Reccared I gold Tremissis ND (586-601) MS64 NGC, 
Toledo mint, Miles-81b, CNV-73.1. 1.41gm. +RECCAREDVS 
REX, facing bust of Reccared I / +TOLETO PIVS. Rarely 
encountered in this near-gem state of preservation and exhibiting 
an atypically strong strike, this Mint State specimen, with wholly 
canary-gold appearances, should entice collectors of this early 
medieval period of Spanish numismatics. Accompanied by an old 
dealer flip.

1369)-S MS63 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-105, Cay-1276. 26.5mm. 

Exhibiting commonly seen instances of local- 
ized striking softness, though with scattered areas of sharpness to 
the designs revealing a technically higher caliber of preservation. 
Softly orange-gold toned, lending a pleasing degree of aesthetic 
appeal, while minute superficial friction is noted throughout the 
surfaces. 


Castile & Leon. Juan II gold Dobla de la Banda ND (1406- 
1454) MS64+ NGC, Seville mint, Fr-112, Cay-1515. 4.57gm. 
+1OhAn€S: DEI: GRACIA: RCX:, coat of arms / +1OhAn€S: 
DEI: GRACIA: REX: CA, quartered arms of Castile and 
Leon, S above. A stunning grade to say the least, and a coin 
which is entirely unsurpassed in the NGC census out of the 48 
Seville-minted Doblas of this type they have yet seen. Though 
characteristically a bit soft at the centers, the offering truly gives 
hardly any other grounds for complaint, each face replete with die 
polish and markedly minimally handled for its nearly 600-year 
age. 


Castile & Leon. Juan II gold Dobla de la Banda ND (1406-1454) 
MS6@2 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-112, Cay-1515. 4.61gm. Variety with 
“S” at the top of cross. An especially bright and flashy specimen 
possessing canary-gold surfaces supplemented by ample mint 
brilliance cascading across relatively mark-free fields. A collect- 
ible type rarely encountered approaching Choice Mint State.

Ferdinand & Isabella gold Castellano ND (1474-1504) AU5S0 
NGC, Toledo mint, Fr-140, Cal-612. 4.57gm. A charming speci- 
men where only mild friction defines the grade, and enveloped in 
a warm, golden aura. The dual portrait of Ferdinand and Isabella 
are framed ny well-rendered and fully struck legends marred only 
by slight flan waviness typical for the issue. 
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Ferdinand & Isabella (1474-1504) gold 2 Excelentes ND (from 
1497)-S MS63 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-129, Cal-732 or 732.1. 
6.99gm. Distinguished by the presence of all-encompassing die 
rust creating a stippled or pebbled texture across the relatively 
mark-free fields of this Choice Mint State survivor of Ferdinand 
& Isabella. Despite this die degradation, the piece remains a 
pleasant relic of the Catholic monarchs, marked by surface origi- 
nality and uniform canary-gold appearances. 


Mallorca. Ferdinand II gold Ducat ND (1508-1516) UNC 
Details (Obverse Damage) NGC, Mallorca mint, Fr-52, Cay- 
2326. A seemingly choice example, despite the noted damage 
to the obverse, seen as a scratch to the left of Ferdinand’s bust. 
Exhibiting attractive, mellow-golden surfaces imbued with boldly 
rendered detail and traces of mint bloom to the recesses. 


Valencia. Charles I gold Corona ND (1517-1556) AU58 NGC, 
Valencia mint, Cal-123, Cay-3243. 3.31gm. A wholly appreciable 
representative of this early, scarce Spanish gold issue certified on 
the cusp of Mint State, marred only by light striking weakness to 
the central features commonly associated. 


Philip II (1556-1598) gold Cob Escudo ND (1566-1587) 
S-D UNC Details (Removed From Jewelry) NGC, Seville 
mint, Fr-178, Cal-784. Assayer squared “D” to right. A wholly 
appreciable and essentially Mint State representative of this 
Seville-minted gold issue, featuring all the appearances of an 
uncirculated example with boldly rendered central details deco- 
rated in a prominent mint brilliance, precluded from a straight 
grade by minor evidence of jewelry removal at upper edge. 


Philip II (1556-1598) gold Cob 2 Escudos ND (1566-1587) 
S-D AU58 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-169, Cal-Type 257. 6.74gm. 
Square D assayer’s mark. An example that by all appearances 
is virtually Mint State, complemented by a warm, amber-tinged 
patina and decidedly well-struck central features. While minor 
striking weakness is witnessed towards the outer registers, the 
piece remains with a surprising amount of aesthetic appeal. 
Accompanied by an old dealer tag. 


Barcelona. Philip III gold 1/3 Trentin 1618-B AU Details 
(Obverse Tooled) NGC, Barcelona mint, KM5, Cal-Type 34. 
2.32gm. A wonderful, well-produced issue displaying soundly 
struck and complete peripheral details that are occasionally lost 
on these small issues. A fine example dressed in golden resplen- 
dence, and assigned the conditional qualifier due to the inclusion 
of tooling to Philip ILI’s bust. 


Philip II/III gold Cob 2 Escudos ND MS64 NGC, Seville mint. 
22mm. 6.78gm. A fleeting gold cob issue of very scarce condi- 
tional preservation. Though NGC notes an attribution to the reign 
of Philip IV, we believe that the design is more consistent with an 
issue of either Philip II or Philip III. In either case, the design of 
both the cross and shield seem to be in line with the issues pro- 
duced at Seville during the period. Much of the peripheral design 
is obscured, though we note that the denomination (“II’”’) is visible 
to the right of the shield, while sparkling luster and careful pres- 
ervation confirm NGC’s lofty Mint State designation. The coin is 
sold with a collector tag indicating a provenance from the Santa 
Margarita Shipwreck, along with a corresponding printed yellow 
plastic tag, though we cannot verify this attribution with certainty. 
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Philip IV gold 2 Escudos 1622 MS63 NGC, Seville mint, 
KM82.1, Cal-Type 388. 6.71gm. Unknown assayer. A gleaming 
Choice Mint State representative of this highly collectible vintage, 
the “622” clearly visible to the reverse while the remaining detail 
lightly obscured by a soft strike. An issue where many specimens 
have been found in the famed Santa Margarita wreck, most of 
which have been of Cartagena origin, with a small handful origi- 
nating from Seville. A worthy survivor that will inspire fervent 
bidding. 


Philip V gold Escudo 1712/0 S-M AU58 NGC, Seville mint, 
cf. KM253 (overdate unlisted), Cal-1789 (same). A scarce early 
cross-type of Philip V, and especially so for this unlisted over- 
date, boasting a nice, bold “0” below the final digit. A pale-gold 
example enhanced by surprising detail despite evidence of some- 
what rusted dies, but certainly worthy of notable bids. 


Philip V gold 8 Escudos 1729-S AU Details (Reverse Cleaned) 
NGC, Seville mint, KM346.2, Fr-233, Cal-2303. With misspell- 
ing of Philip as “Philp” in the obverse legend. Generally bold in 
execution and clearly contoured around the peripheries of the 
devices, while the surfaces sparkle with ample sun-gold bril- 
liance to a high degree for a coin that has seen circulation. Fine 
wispy hairlines are noted to the reverse, in line with the “cleaned” 
designation, though even here, significant residual luster sparkles 
from the peripheries. 


Charles III 8 Reales 1788 M-M XF45 NGC, Madrid mint, 
KM414.1, Cal-1070. A scarce survivor of an issue that rarely 
appears at auction, and the single finest representative of this date 
seen by NGC. The offering represents the first of this date that 
we have presented to our bidders, exhibiting ample residual luster 
alongside features only lightly impacted by circulation. 


Charles III gold 1/2 Escudo 1774 M-PJ MS65 NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM415.1, Cal-1260. An immaculate representative of this 
fractional gold issue of Madrid, imbued with an impressively bold 
strike, enhanced by notable swirling cartwheel luster. Only the 
occasional, scattered mark limits this piece from even finer desig- 
nations, and finds itself as the sole finest of the date at both major 
grading services. 


Charles II gold 4 Escudos 1774 S-CF MS62 NGC, Seville 
mint, KM418.2, Cal-1886. Near-choice and offering a uniform 
harvest-gold patina that reflects fully back at the view upon illu- 
mination. Crisp details further enhance the overall eye appeal of 
the present example, a characteristic lacking on many of Charles 
IL’s colonial issues. 


Charles III gold 8 Escudos 1772 M-PJ AUS3 NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM409.1, Cal-1956. Struck slightly left-of-center and 
marked by a sheen of brilliance and near-completeness of detail 
that easily convey a finer grade than what is assigned, the offer- 
ing’s designation perhaps held down by only a balanced spread of 
friction throughout.

Isabel II copper Pattern 20 Reales 186_ MS62 Brown NGC, 
Madrid or Paris mint, KM-Unl., Cal-605, O’Connor-pg. 205 (R7). 
A particularly interesting Pattern by Pescador depicting a youth- 
ful bust of Isabel II donning tiara and necklace, precisely rendered 
upon the expansive copper planchet and imbued with traces of 
original mint red luster against a deeper patinated surface. 


Isabel II gold 100 Reales 1862 MS65 NGC, Madrid mint, 
KM605.2, Cal-789. A wholly appetizing gold issue of Isabel, 
generally encountered in lesser tiers of certification than the Gem 
Mint State example at hand.

Brabant. Philip [V gold Souverain ou Lion d’Or 1654 MS61 
NGC, Brussels mint, KM77.2. A commendable Mint State 
example of the type, punctuated by tangerine-tinged fields elevat- 
ing the regal status of the centrally placed lion. While lightly 
scattered areas of striking weakness are seen to this piece, as is 
common for the issue, the peripheries remain original and fully 
struck. 


SWEDEN 


Oscar I gold Ducat 1859-ST MS66 PCGS, Stockholm mint, 
KM668, Fr-90a, SGM-28. A jewel of the type with an essentially 
specimen-like finish, its clear golden surfaces decorated with 
a fine arrangement of horizontal die polish lines that embrace 
utterly sharp central features. No examples of the type certify 
higher above both PCGS and NGC combined, with the next 
highest, seen by NGC, ranking only MS63.

Extremely eye appealing for 
the assigned grade even given the noted scratches, soft golden 
highlights outlining the devices in contrast to the plum hue of the 
surfaces. Wear on the whole is extremely minor, situating this 
coin very nearly on the cusp of Mint State.

1742A (Dav-LS$588), Divo-87, HMZ-2-98a (c. 1720). 56.98gm. 7 
Ships variety. A stunning and broad issue, with attractive toning 
accents in the fields and impressively sharp detail residing in both 
the intricate city-view as well as the basilisk and surrounding 
shields. Light handling and a tiny edge knock on the reverse at 2 
o’clock are noted, but are commensurate with the grade, and do 
little to influence the overall lovely appearance.

NGC 
notes that only 6 examples total have been certified by their 
service to date. AGW 1.4016 oz.

Republic gold Proof Pattern 20 Centesimos 1976-So PR66 
Ultra Cameo NGC, Santiago mint, KM67b. Gold striking of 
KM67. Boasting a trivial mintage of just 50 examples and wholly 
deserving of its assigned “Ultra Cameo” superlative, expressing 
jet-black mirrors and highly frosted raised designs. 


VENEZUELA 


Caracas. Ferdinand VII 4 Reales 1819-BS VF Details 
(Plugged, Tooled, Damaged) NGC, Caracas mint, KM-C7.2, 
Stohr-12-C7, OAV-4R-C.B.1.
